are small, some frame, none of attrac 


tive appearance. They include several 
saloons, some of them being placarded 
by the less euphonious name of ‘‘barrel- 
houses."”” On Clark avenue there are 
only a few weather-beaten and dilapi- 
dated residences and on Thirteenth 
street a number of small dwellings, oc- 
cupled by familles of limited means. On 
Fourteenth street there are a number 
of fairly good-looking dwellings, some 
with stone fronts. 

The district which is booked for de- 
struction has a lively section, however, 
in Center street. This is one of the 
narrowest streets in the city and one 
of the most troublesome to the police. 
From Clark avenue to Market street, a 
distance of at least two ordinary city 
blocks, this street is built up tightly 
from one end to the other. A large ma- 
jority of the residents of the street are 
women, many of them negroes. The 
police say that reports of robberies of 
men con more freguentiv from tnis 
street than from any other plaee in the 
city. According to the police the vic- 
tims are usually laboring men or stran- 
gers in the city. 


Troublesome to Police, 


The police at the Four Courts say it 
is usual to have at least one negro 
woman prisoner from Center street ev- 








om 





ery night. The policemen on the beat 
are instructed to watch Center street 
particularly. Only a few nights ago Po- 
liceman Comer was bitten in the hand 
by a vicious negro woman he was ar- 
resting there. 

The police further say that Center 
street has been a source of trouble to 
them for years. There has never been 
any notorious crime committed there, 
however. The troubles are principally 
petty robberies. One man reported to 
the police recently that three negro 
women attacked and forcibly robbed 
him there. A variation in the reports 
of robberies came Thursday night when 
a white woman—Cecella Shipley—report- 
ed that she had been robbed by three 
men at 18 Center street. 

Some of the houses on Center street, 
near Clark avenue, are three stories 
high and look as if they might have 
been residences of prominent citizens 
in the early days of St. Louls. But, ac- 
cording to President Andrew J. O’Relil- 
ly of the Board of Public Improvements, 
Center street was never the thorough- 
fare where prominent people lived. 


No Prominent Residents.

THE TERMINAL QUESTION. 

The chief advantage of separate terminals for 
each railroad lies in the investment required of 
each railroad company to obtain its terminal prop- 
erty, and in the direct influence of this investment 
on the real estate market. This consideration 
doubtless had weight with the members of the 
Real Estate Exchange who passed a resolution 
opposing the leasing of the wharf to the’St. Louis 
Terminal Railway Association. But on the other 
hand, a common terminal divested of all monopoly 
evils is far more advantageous and economical to 
both the railroads and the shippers. The cost of 
collecting and delivering freight through common 
terminals in St. Louis, is much less than through 
separate terminals in Chicago. 

The resolution of the Free Bridge Association 
séems to be based on a general opposition to 
granting anything to the St. Louis Terminal Rail- 
way Association, because it was organized as a 
monopoly and has exercised the powers of a mo- 
nopoly. The theory of the Free Bridge Associa- 
tion is, that nothing should be granted to the 
Terminal Association until a conclusion has been 
reached in the Federal suit against it as a monop- 
oly, and until the free bridge has been built. 

But meanwhile, St. Louis business is greatly 
hampered for terminal facilities. This considera- 
tion should be kept in view in dealing with the 
entire problem. Whatever the plans may be—and 
they cannot be kept secret, as one orator charged, 
because nothing can be granted to the Terminal 
Association without the consent of the Municipal 
Assembly—they have been devised for the pur- 
pose of providing team trackage and other facili- 
ties absolutely necessary for the prompt and 
economical handling of St. Louis business. We 
do not believe that the granting of terminal facili- 
ties will in any wise affect the decision of the 
Federal courts with regard to the legal status of 
the association as a monopoly. The franchises 
can be granted on terms which will divest them 
of monopoly features and which will assure a fair 
return to the city. These are the main points to 
be considered in any terminal franchise legisla- 
tion. 

The Post-Dispatch has. persistently opposed the 
St. Louis Terminal Association operating as an 
oppressive monopoly charging discriminating rates 
against St. Louis. We inaugurated and have led 
the fight against it as an oppressive discriminating 
monopoly. By reason of that fight nearly all of 
the objectionable monopoly features and the ham- 
pering discriminating charges against St. Louis 
traffic have been eliminated. St. Louis is now the 
basing point for St. Louis business. Bridge 
charges on all except local business have been 
eliminated. The situation has radically changed. 
The power of rate regulation is vested in the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and discrimina- 
tions on interstate traffic are punishable by the 
courts. While we would like to have as many 
railroad terminals in St. Louis as possible, we 
have no objection to common terminals for the 
sake of convenience and economy if they are free 
of all monopoly features and the benefits are 
equitably shared between the railroads and the 
shippers. 

The wharf leasing ordinance and all other ordi- 
nances introduced for the enlargement of terminal 
facilities should be considered on their merits. 
Would the granting of the franchise be advan- 
tageous to St. Louis? Is the compensation ade- 
quate? Is the city’s traffic conserved against mo- 
nopoly charges and discrimination? The right 
settlement of these questions will protect the city 
against wrong of any kind.

MISSISSIPPI’S VANISHED COMMERCE. 

The present conditions of: Mississippi River 
traffic as reported by Herbert Knox Smith, Com- 
missioner of Corporations, and a member of the 
Waterways Commission, are calculated to arouse 
mournful memorfes of the days when the Missis- 
sippi was in its glory as a great highway of in- 
land commerce. 

According to Mr. Smith, the railroads have 
killed the steamboat trade so effectually that now 
when the rail-carriers are unable to move all the 
freight offered there are no steamers to handle 
the surplus. “The through lines of boats to New 
Orleans have ceased to run, and, practically speak- 
ing, the river is deserted.. At Memphis Mr. Smith 
saw thousands of cotton bales which had lain in 
the streets all winter because there was no room 
for them in the warehouses and no river boats to 
receive them. 

It is a melancholy picture of decline for a pros- 
perity which united with it some of the most pic- 
turesque features of American development. Frovi 
1840 to the outbreak of the war, and for a full 
decade at least after its close, the Mississippi was 
the great North and South trunk line of Western 
trade. The substantial warehouses and now de- 
crepit wharves at all the important landings from 
New Orleans to St. Paul testify to its departed 
traffic. In 1845, 2050 steamboats arrived at St. 
Louis, and in 1856 the young city of St. Paul could 
boast 846. The river was a favorite passenger 
route also. The sidewheel tinder-boxes raced 
with “a nigger squat on the safety valve.” 

The railways have now wrested this traffic 
away. Last year tnere were 9388 vessels on all 
the Western waters, with a total tonnage of 167,- 
967 tons. As against this the tonnage of new ves- 
sels built on the Mississippi and its tributaries 
during the years 1864-65-66 was 193,300. The Mis- 
sissippi tonnages of 78,081 tons for 1871 and 81,189 
Pre ee ne net tee Ok Wile CE C605 tone, 








But the case is far from hopeless. In 1900 coal! 
in excess of 8,500,000 tons and lumber exceeding 
9,300,000 tons were carried on the rivers of the 
Mississippi Valley, mainly on the Ohio and its 
tributaries. 

On the great lakes, where the sabeciealietid of the 
rail-carriers nas been equally sharp, commerce so 
far from falling off shows an increase which is a 
wonder story in itself of industrial development. 
The total tonnage of sailing and steam vessels, 
canal boats and barges amounted from 695,604 
tons in 1868 to 2,234,432 in 1906. 

That the commerce of the Mississippi can he 
revived if favorable conditions obtain is a cer- 
tainty. The old type of steamboat with flat 
bottom and comparatively small freight capacity 
must give way to the barge and the canal and 
lake type. Deep water assured by a thorough sys- 
tem of improvement will bring back te the water- 
ways the traffic which the railroads having seized 
are now unable to handle.

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“REPUBLICAN IN FORM.” 

The official copy of the Constitution of Oklaho- 
ma, now being “studied by the President and the 
Attorney-General’ at Washington, defines a form 
of government for a republic. Of this there can 
be no rational question. It makes the people 
the source of all power, provides for legislative, 
executive and judiciary branches, deriving all pow- 
er from the people and responsible to them, with 
the Constitution of tue United States and the new 
State itself as the supreme law= 

Although there is nowhere in the document the 
least suggestion of monarchial government, of 
government by an imperator or military dictator, 
or of any form of government resting on the usur- 
pation of power to coerce the people or any class 
of the people, the statement often made from 
Washington is now reiterated that the ‘‘Attorney- 
General will be the adviser of the President in 
whatever decision he may make, whether to ap- 
prove the Constitution or eventually to refuse to 
approve it.” 

This threat of presidefitial ‘disapproval’ has 
had delegations from Oklahoma’in the ante- 
rooms of the Attorney-General and of the White 
House, until it is taken for granted that the Pres- 
ident, and not the people of the new State them- 
selves, must decide whether or not the new con- 
stitution suits them. 

The act providing for the admission of the State 
shows that Congress did not attempt to give the 
President any unusual power. It made it his duty 
on the adoption of a constitution, republican in 
form, by the people of Oklahoma, to issue his proc- 
lamation declaring the admission of the State to 
the Union. 

The President and all Federal office holders in 
Oklahoma, from the Territorial Governor down, 
can act legally only by prescription of 
law. The only possible ground for at- 
tempting to delay the progress of the new State 
into the Union, must be the claim that it does not 
propose to enter the Union as a republic, under 
the Federal Constitution and the act of admission, 
but as an oligarchy, a monarchy or a government 
of some form not ‘‘republican’”’ and constitutional. 

Instead of giving ground for even a pretense 
that such a claim is tenable, the Oklahoma Con- 
stitution goes further in the attempt to safe- 
guard republican institutions, as representative 
of the popular will, than any Si:ate constitution 
before adopted. As far as its provisions for the 
“initiative and referendum,” its provisions for 
the regulation of corporations and similar pro- 
visions are open to objection at all, it is only on 
the ground that they are not less but more “re- 
publican in form” than those of other states. 

From any standpoint, the President errs seri- 
ously if he assumes tuat he or Federal officia's 
subject to his control, in or out of Oklahoma, are 
a power above the people of Oklahoma in the 
formation of their republican institutions. Ideas 
of imperialistic and colonial control may account 
for such an assumption, but it is not accounted 
for by the Constitution of the United States, and 
Oklahoma is under both the Constitution and the 
flag.

ROCHESTER BABIES GET GOOD MILK. 

By means of summer depots maintained by the 
Health Department the babies of Rochester, Wa Ba 
get pure milk in the dog days, and the lives of a 
large number of them are saved. The infant death 
rate for July and August, when the municipal milk 
depots are kept open, has been cut in half. Samuel 
Hopkins Adams gives the figures in detail in Mc- 
Clure’s, together with an account of the experiment 
that must interest all. 

This enterprise loses about $1000 a year, but the oth- 
er figures show that it saved the lives of 150 children 
last summer. 

This milk comes from a dairy farm maintained by 
the city. Cows showing traces of consumption on 
inspection are destroyed. 


MACHINE CALCULATES WAGES. 


A new wages calculating machine of English make 

has recently been brought out, says the Technical 
World Magazine. The design is free from small and 
irtricate pieces of mechanism which are generally 
a prolific source of trouble. This instrument is 4 
time and labor saving device employed in the case 
of piecework, for quickly finding, without calcula- 
tion, the proportion of the total balance money that 
is due individually to any number of men sharing 
profits on the same contract, the divisions being 
proportional to each man’s fixed daily or weekly 
money rate. When work is paid for on the premium 
system the instrument can, also, be used for finding 
time allowance that is to be added to the actual time 
occupied on the contract. 

The instrument consists of two large wheels, with 
broad, flat faces, mounted on the same spindle. The 
spindle is carried at each end in bearings fixed to the 
wooden supporting stand. One of the two wheels is 
securely keyed to the spindle, and the other ts free 
to revolve. A spring of sufficient strength to cause 
the two wheels to revolve together, presses the loose 
wheel against the other. 


MANUAL TRAINING FOR INDIA. 

The system of manual training represented by the 
Sloyd Training Schbdol in Boston, which school was 
founded and is supported by Mrs. Quincy A. Shaw, 
has been honored by being selected as the most de- 
sirable system for sloyd for India. Inspector-Gen- 
eral of Education, Mr. Bahbba, a Government official] 
from Mysore, India, after daving visited several] 
representative schools in Europe and America, finally 
decided upon the system as taught In Boston. 

An official letter has just been received by Gustaf 
Larsson, the principal of the Sloyd Training School 
here, inviting him to Bangalore, capital of Mysore, 
to inaugurate sloyd in India by giving a six months’ 
course for teachers selected from different parts of 


the State. Mr. Larsson has accepted the position, by 
permission of Mrs. Shaw, and will leave America on 
June 11 to make a short visit to his mative country, 
Sweden, and he will sail from London on July 14 
for his work in India, returning to Boston early in 
March, 1908. 


ITALY’S “WHITE COAL” RAILROAD. 

Northern Italy, with her copious Alpine streams, 
is one of the world’s most active workshops for the 
transformation 6f water power into electrical energy. 
A recent development of that activity, described by 
Consul J. E. Dunning of Milan, is worth the attention 
of American railroad interests. Milan and Genoa are 
to be connected by a railroad 85 miles long, to be 
run by water power generating electric current in 
three engines of 24,000-horsepower each. The road 
will cost $47,000,000, or nearly half a million dollars a 
mile. It will have 19 tunnels, one of which will be 12 
miles long and will take six years to cut, boring 
from 10 points at once. There will be 372 bridges 
and not a single grade crossing. 

The express trains will be able to run at 54 miles 
an hour on grades and at % miles on a level. They 
will make the through run of §5 miles in an hour and 
a half, and the locals in two and a half. There will 
be from seventy to a hundred freight trains a day. 

Thus, comments Sam Moffett in Collier’s, Italy is 
finding in the “white coal’ of her mountain streams 
more than a substitute for the smudgy Diack fuel 
she lacks.

BRICKS MADE OF FLOUR. 
In England much interest has been shown of late 


by the army and navy authorities in a new method 
of preserving flour by means of compression, With 
hydraulic pressure apperatus the flour is squeezed 
into the form of bricks, and experiments are reported 
to have shown that the pressure destroys all forms 
of larva life, thus preserving the flour from the ray- 
ages of insects, while it is equally secure from mold. 
Three hundred pounds of compressed flour occupy the 
same space as 100 pounds of flour in the ordinary 
state. 


SCIENCE INVENTS “HEAT VEIL.” 

One of the gravest perils which firefighters are 
constantly facing is the flerce heat. After successful 
trials a newly invented “‘heat veil’’ has been intro- 
duced into practice at Cologne, Germany, where 200 
men have been supplied with the appliance. The veil 
is made after the principle of a safety lamp, with 
double windows. It is composed of fibers of cane, 
which possess the pecullar property of retaining 
water for a considerable length of time. The veil 
is made damp before being fastened to the fireman's 
ordinary brass helmet.

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“THE LORD’S DAY.” 

The Massachusetts Legislature is completing a re- 
vision of the Sunday laws. The Boston Post notes 
that, in this legislative work, venerable traditions 
are rudely shaken up. For about 300 years, or ever 
since civil government began in New England, the 
first day of the week has been calléd “The Lord’s 
Day.” Even in the latest revision of the laws, which 
was. made in 1902, only five years ago, there is no 
mention of “Sunday.” It is always “The Lord's 
Day;” and it is even declared in a special section 
that ‘“‘The Lord’s Day shall include the time from 
midnight to midnight.”” But the Boston Post de- 
clares that the proposed measure starts out with 
a repudiation of the term. ‘“‘Whoever on Sunday” 
is the opening phrase of the prohibitions in its first 
section. And it closes with the usual provision that 
‘all acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.’’ With the enactment of this bill, 
the Bay State will part authoritatively from the 
designation of “‘The Lord’s Day.” After nearly three 
centuries the phrase will disappear from the statutes 
of Massachusetts.” There is no doubt that our con- 
temporary speaks by the card when it says that the 
old designation of the day will not be ylelded up 
without a pang of sentimental regret. To a good 
many old-fashioned people, ‘‘Sunday”’ will never be 
just the same as “The Lord's Day.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June &.—Fas- 
set A. Cotton, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in refusing to issue 
@ teacher's license to Pleasant Jenkins, 
Superintendent of schools of Harrison 
County, took occasion, says the News, 
in an open letter addressed to the su- 
perintendent, to point out the responsi- 
bilities of the position. 

Jenkins was charged with drinking 
and frequenting saloons, several affi- 
davits to this effect having been filed 
with the State Superintendent. He 
was cited to appear before the 
State Superintendent. He came 
and, while charging that the afft=* 
he admitted the drinking and the fre- 
quenting of saloons. The finding of the 
State Superintendent seems to have 
been based directly on the charges. Ow- 
ing to the fact that he will have no 
teacher's license, Jenkins cannot be re- 
elected Superintendent. 

“I hold that the County Superinten- 
dent of Schools must maintain the 
same standard of morality as teachers. 
In fact. the standard should be higher, 
if any difference. County superinten- 
dents of schools are chosen from the 
ranks of teachers, and can be reason- 
ably expected to uphold the honor and 
dignity of the calling. While conscious- 
ly imparting knowledge the teacher is 
unconsciously teaching infinitely more 
than the mere facts involved in the 
subject in hand. Imitation is one of the 
strongest factors in education. All un- 
consciously the children take on the 
physical bearing of the teacher, his 
manner of speech, his mode of dress, 
his ways of thinking, his very char- 
acter. The teacher becomes the model 
of the children whether he will or no. 
It is not sufficient then that he be a 
good instructor merely. He must pos- 
sess that subtle something called per 
sonality which by its very presence 
teaches.

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 8&—Curt 
Jett, the Breathitt murderer and Har- 
gis witness, who is serving a life sen- 
tence in the Penitentiary for the assas- 
sination of Jim Cockrill, is locked up in 
the dungeon and will be kept there un- 
til he decides to perform the tasks as- 
signed to him in the prison shoe fac- 
tory. 

Several vigorous applications of the 
“bull,” as the whipping post is called, 
failed to curb the stubborn mountain 
spirit of the ‘‘Wild Dog of Breathitt,” 
so solitary confinemeng in the dungeon 
darkness is being tried. 

Jett claims that several of the prison 
guards and foreman. of the shoe fac- 
tory have “‘it in for him,” on account of 
his Breathitt relationship. 

A guard with whom he talked on the 
subject quotes him as saying: 

“Why, I might as well have killed the 
Governor of Kentucky, instead of a 
scoundrel who has hounded me and my 
family and tried to kill me. Here I am 
forced to work at heart-breaking speed 
at the hardest kind of a job, and with 
the ‘bull’ always in front of me, while 
Jim Howard, who killed the Governor, 
has a nice, soft clerical place below. It 
looks like I ought to have killed a Gov- 
ernor instead.’’ 

Jett got behind on his work of stamp- 
ing the finished shoes on the bottom, 
and upon being punished, refused to 
work at it longer.’

Expert Marksman Uses Revolver 
Effectively, but Is Wounded 
by a Soldier. 


VIENNA, June 8.—A sensational crime 
occurred at Reichstadt, Bohemia, when 
an Austrian Anarchist named Werkman 
Janel, who is an expert shot, tried to 
murder Dean Mauder as he was leaving 
the cathedral. 

Janel rode swiftly past the cathedral 
as the Dean emerged after High Mass, 
and fired four shots from a revolver 
with such skill that the Dean was dan- 
gerously wounded in three places. 

The Anarchist then Increased his 
speed in order to escape from town, but 
two gendarmes who witnessed the crime 
from a distance fired at Janel with mag- 
azine rifles. One bullet hit him in the 
back, and he fell from the bicycle. 

Before the gendarmes could reach him, 
Janel shot himself through the head. He 
was stili conscious, however, when 
picked up. He expressed sorrow that 
the Dean had not been killed instantly, 
saying that he hated clergy in general 
and Mauder in particular. Both Janel 
and his vict'm will probably die.

Fighting 
Starves 


CAREER WAS DESPERATE 
Only 18 Years Old, but Com- 
mitted a Long List of 
Offenses. 





LEAVENWORTH, Kan., June 8.— 
C‘arence Maitland, one of the most 
stubborn prisoners who has ever been 
in a United States penal institution, 
starved himself to death. 

Maitland had been put in solitary 
confinement for attempting to start a 
mutiny within the prison and there he 
was made to break rock in order to get 
his food. He refused to do so, but be- 
came hungry and food was given him. 
He became obdurate and complained 
to the prison physician that he was 
being given nothing to eat. The physi- 
cian made an investigation and ascer- 
tained that plenty of food was being 
given the man, but that he would not 
eat anything. He took food to Mait- 
land, but the prisoner shunned it. 

The next day the physician went to 
the cell and Maitland was talking to 
himself, which convinced the doctor 
that the man was insane. He had him 
removed from the cell and placed in a 
straight jacket and every effort was 
made to force him to eat; predigested 
malted milk was forced between his 
teeth, but he refused to swallow it. 
Gradually his stomach became in such 
a condition that what.little food that 
could be gotten into it could not be 
assimilated and the physician gave up 
all hope of saving the prisoner's life. 
Then it was learned that Maitland had 


intentionally starved himself even be- 
fore being put in solitary confinement. 


He would go to his meals, but eat noth- 
ing. 

After his death the prison physician 
examined Maitland’s head. The skull 
was thick and of a peculiar form, be- 
ing a mass of ridges or knots. 


A Career of Crime. 


Where Maitland was born no one 
knows. The first record obtained of 
him he was a cowboy on the Western 
plains, working in Montana, Washing- 
ton and Oregon. No crimes are. traced 
to him in those states. He next ap- 
peared in Alaska, where he was ar- 
rested for larceny from a dwelling and 
at Katchikan was sentenced to serve 
seven years in prison. He was taken 
to Skagway, Alaska, to await the com- 
ing of a ship so that he could be 
brought to the United States for con- 
finement.. There he murderously as- 
saulted a jail guard, left him for dead 
and made his escape, but was run down 
by one of the Government's mounted 

police. 

With several other desperate crim- 
inals Maitland was placed aboard ship 
and started for the United States Pen- 
itentiary at McNeil’s Island, in Puget 
Sound. When the boat was near its 
destination Maitland and some other 
prisoners obtained rods of hcllow brass 
from the curtain poles in their state- 
rooms and picked the locks on their 
Oregon boots—bands of steel weighing 
15 pounds, locked about their ankles. 
During the night they jumped through 
the portholes of the ship into the 


ocean and swam to the Washington 
shore. They were missed and a search 
through the timbered coast resulted in 
their capture. 

Unconquered By Prison. 


At McNeil’s Island Maitland was an 
unruly prisoner. He spent 183 days in 
solitary confinement for stubbornness 
and while there also made his escape. 











He got into the woods, but could not 
get off the island and his capture was 
easy. 

When the most desperate prisoners of 
MecNeil’s Island were transferred to the 
local Penitentiary Maitland was one 
of the first picked out. But no sooner 
had he arrived here than he began 
trouble for the officials. Report has it 
that he tried to get into communication 
with Tom Kating, leader of the prison 
mutiny of 1901, now serving a life sen- 
tence, but Kating refused to pay any 
attention to him. Then it was that 
Maitland, seeing that escape was im- 
possible, began starving himself. He 
would not do any tasks assigned to him, 
punishments had no effect upon him 
and the officials were at a loss to 
know what to do with him.

Michigan’s showing broug... great cred- 
it on the West and Garrels’ sterling 
work, which was the feature of the 
day, showed conclusively the stuff the 
men from the West were made of. 
Baseball Situation. 

The baseball situation, though, is more 
or less complicated. One authority has 
summed it up this way: 

If there ever was a college baseball 
season which emphasized the need of an 
intercollegiate association to determine 
the season’s championship this is the 
year. Under the present condtions it is 
only by chance that the title is award- 
ed without a dispute. Until the pres- 


went to Yale, Princeton or Harvard, 
three untversities which play each oth- 
er a series of two games, and three, if 
necessary, to break the tie. But this 
year two outsiders are disputing Prince- 
ton’s right to the championship laurels. 
These are Cornell and Williams. Al- 
theugh Williams came pretty near 
cleaning everything up on her trip te 
the Middle West, the schedule of the 
Massachusetts boys does not include as 
many important games as does that of 
Cornell. 

At their present rate of winning vic- 
tories it is likely that Princeton and 
Cornell will be compelled to divide the 
honors. For some reason the Princeton 
management this year refused to sched- 
ule the usual two games with Cornell. 
So, as ill luck would have it, the two 
teams which ought to fight it out for the 
premier honors will not meet at all, and 
any title that is awarded must be 
awarded accordin to comparative 
scores or be equally dtvided. oth of 
these methods are extremely unsatisfac- 
tory. 

Movements Started. 

Movements have been started at var- 
fous times to organize an Intercollegiate 
Baseball Association and to arrange a 
regular intercollegiate schedule to award 
the title, as is done in the minor sports, 
such as basket ball, cricket and associa- 
‘tion foetball. The movement has failed 
to date solely through the hostility of 
Yale, Harvard and Princeton, who seem 


anxious to maintain their exclusiveness 
at the expense of the sport and its 
needs, Cornell, Pennsylvania, Celumbia 
and Dartmouth have been favorable to 
the movement at all times. 

A study of-the records made by the 
different teams to date would seem to 
give the honors to the Cornell team, 
which has played a remarkably cen- 
sistent game from the start. When the 
season opened the Cornell nine had been 
riddled by graduation and other things, 
s0 that Coach Goegan had to _ begin 
at the very bottom and ~build up 
his tearm. The fermer Pennsylvania 
man Was equal to the occasion, for he 
has gotten together a wonderful team. 
It is true that Cornell has lost some 
games, but most of these have been 
extra-inning contests, when the slight- 
est slip decides the issue. In all her 
other games Cornell has won strictly on 
merit, and the 1907 team will rank as 
the best ever turned out at Cornell. 


Tigers Are Erratic. 

The Princeton team ts also strong, but 
it has proven much more erratic than 
Cornell, and at times has been easy to 
beat. The Tigers are practically as 
strong as the Ithacans In the pit¢hing 
and flelding departments, but the Cor- 
nellians are the better batsmen, and all 
other things being equal, this is what 


determines the winner. On this account 
the chances would favor Cornell if a 
series of games could be played be- 
tween the two. The Yale team fruns 
Cornell and Princeton pretty close. The 
Elis have played erratic ball without 
doubt, but they have also shown some 
terrific batting strength and when at 
their best would probably be the equals 
of Corne)]! and Princeton. The final 
standing of the Elis will depend upon 
the issue of their final series with 
Princeton. The Harvara nine is already 
out of consideration for the champion- 
ship honors, because of its defeat by 
Cornell and its double defeat at the 
hands of Princeton. he loss of the 
Princeton games robe the Harvard-Yale 
series of half their interest. Pennsyl- 
vania’s teani this year is a curious com- 
bination. In Brady, £Impson, Fennell 
and Twitmire the Quaxers have a quar- 
tet of pitchers which none of their ri- 
vals can approach, but the Pennasyl- 
vanians are woefully weak with the 
stick and get worse instead of better 
as the season advances. If Yale had 
the Pennsylvania pitching staff the Elis 
would be invincible. Just why Pennsyl- 
vania is making such a lamentable 
showing is hard to understand unless 
the fault is laid to the coaching depart- 
ment, which is right now the poorest 
Penn has had in years. 


Easterners Are Better. 

It is always an interesting subject 
to compare the relative athletic abilities 
of the Eastern and Western colleges, 
and though the West has always stren- 
uously opposed at all times any claims 
the East has made of its superiority, 
there is little doubt but that the East- 
ern athletes were superior this year

Walter Dray, New Captain of the 
Yale Track Team, Is 
Only 21. 








The election of Walter Dray as cap- 
tain of the Yale track team for “ ’08” 
comes as a fitting reward to this young 
athlete for the brilliant work he has 
done while wearing the Yale blue. He 
is the greatest pole vaulter In the coun- 
try, and the excellency he has attained 
has been the result only of hard, con- 
scientious, consistent work. 

In his freshman year young Dray 
made his coveted ‘“Y.” in the intercol- 
legiates by vaulting over 11 feet. This 
was hailed on all sides as a wonderful 
performance for a young lad, and many 
then predicted he would become the | 
champion of the world. One of these 
optimistic prophets was Dick Bland of 


this city, who had seen the boy perform 
the year before at the World’s Fair 
games and who then detected in his 
form and physique the promise of a 
mangnificent athlete. To the boys’ rel- 
atives in St. Louis he said he felt sure 
the lad would some day be a remarka- 
ble vaulter. 
Accident Second Year. 

In his second year at college he 
sprained his ankle vaulting indoors late 
in the winter, and the accident kept 
him out of all athletics for the year and 
made it impossible for him to represent 
this country at Athens in the Olympic 
games. There were many of the opin- 
fen that this accident wuld prevent 
him from ever again vaulting and even 
his friends were very doubtful of his 
ability to overcome it. Hence it was 
with much uncertainty and misgiving 
that his work was watched this year. 

But his very first performance dis- 
pelled all doubts that might have ex- 
isted as to his ability to once again 
soar over exceptional heights, and his 
s®ond apearance was the occasion of 
his setting a new world’s record when 
he cleared the bar at 12 feet 5% inches. 
He won this year’s intercollegiate event 
with a vault of 11 feet 10 inches, and 
then raised the college record in a trial 
vault to over 12 feet. 

But not alone has young Dray been 
proficient in athletics, but concomi- 
tantly he has been one of the leading 
students of the college. Two years in 
succession he captured the prize for 
mathematics and has always stood well 
in all branches of study. Moreover, 
he has taken an active interest in 
all college interests ana has been more 
or less of a leader in college life in 
general. 

Only 21 Years Old. 

Dray is only 21 years of age and one 
of the youngest captains ever elected 
to lead a Yale team. Me will finish at 
Eli next year, and then will enter the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
where he intends to take up some form 
of engineering as his work. 

While now living in Chicago and 
claiming that town as hig home, nev- 
ertheless he is more or less identified 
with St. Leuis in that his mother was a 
St. Louis girl and he has at present 
an aunt living here, whom he very 
often visits. He is the nephew of Mr.

It is 
located at 5500 Seuth Broadway, imme- 
diately adjoining the Altenheim and 
picturesquely situated on a bluff over- 
looking the river. All of the Century's 
crews work out every Saturday and 
Sunday and are hoperul of annexing 
the senfor pair and fours at the coming 
regatta as easily as they won them in 
the juniors at last year’s event. 

The Western Rowing Club has a new 
clubhouse in course of erection on South 
Broadway, which is satd, when com- 
pleted, will cost close to $25,000. The 
North End, Mound City and St. Louis 
rowing clubs all have crews who are 
in strenuous training for the ochampion- 
ships. 

At the St. Louls Power Boat Associa- 
tion’s floating clubhouse just north of 
Eads Bridge, all is bustte and activity, 
and of Saturday and sunday afternoons 
one may see whole flotillas of these 
sputtering craft coughing their way up 
or down the river, bearing gay parties 
of pleasure seekers away from the 
smoke and grime of the city. 

Sailing Canoes Now. 

A comparatively new sport that has 
sprung up on the turbid Mississippi and 
not without its spice of danger is canoe 
sailing.

cents a month each. Boys from 11 to 15 
years old are employed to carry the 
porters’ food. As food the porters eat 
a sort of meal, and their maintenance 
cost us from $1.88 to $3.30 a day. which, 
to say the least, is not expensive Hving 
for 65 men. 

‘According to the Government regula- 
tions we supplied each man with a 
woolen jersey and a water bottle, while 
six men were furnished with a 
canvas. Each porter carried 60 pounds, 
and some davs we covered 29 miles. The 
employer of the men is given the right 
to inflict such punishment as flogging 
or docking them for any infraction of 
the rules of the caravan. The law limits 
the whipping to 10 blows, and if a se- 
vere misdemeanor is to be expiated, the 
offender turned over to one of the 
army forts, where the flogging is ad- 
ministered. 

“Our. head man was a Somali, and in- 
cluded among the porters were some of 
the finest specimens of physical man- 
hood I ever saw. The tribes did not 
us any trouble. They were most 
courteous and hospitable. They have 
their code of honor. They will steal like 
all possessed, but they will never He to 
you.

Silk Socks for Chief. 


“Tf vou promise a native anytning 


and forget about it you have made an 
enemy. One chief sent in to us W 
men loaded down with vegetables, su- 
gar cane and other food. In return I 
| sent him back a pair of flaming red 
jsilk socks, with a hole in one of them, 
and the chief was mightily pleased. He 
(is probably wearing them now. 

‘On another occasion I presented a 
chief of one of the tribes with a brace- 
let which cost me 6 cents. I told him 
it Was a present from the King of the 
United. States, and he gave me in re- 
turn two spears and two shields. The 
british Government pays the big chiefs 
$5000 a year, and in return for this they 
are obligated to keep their subjects un- 
der control, and-in this they are suc- 
cessful. 

“At Fort Embo a chief came in with 
400 warriors, and it was one of the most 
imposing sights I ever witnessed. Each 
wore an aigrette of ostrich feathers, 
while over his shoulder was thrown a 
leopard skin. He wore a breechclout 
and a steel band around his ankle. The 
men were well drilled. At a signal 
from the chief they would step in uni- 
son and the steel bands would jingle 
musically. At the same time they would 
shift their spears- and the sun's rays 
would glance from them, making a 
very pretty spectacle.

“The food problem

every turn. We started big game shoot- 
ing about four days out of Nairobi. We

cicada—remains underground for exact- 
ly 13 years is doubtless responsible for 
the atmosphere of mystery that has 
been thrown about it. 

An insect that lives for 13, and in the 
case of the Northern locust, 17 years 
underground, and then. suddenly reap- 
pears at a date exactly fixed many 
years previously, is certainly an ‘‘in- 
teresting beast,’’ as a Missouri Univer- 
sity professor recently expressed it. 
Just why there should be apprehension 
of damage cannot be accounted for so 
easily. 

One thing is certain: the locust is 
an exact mathematician and keeps rec- 
ord of the flight of years. He has never 
been known to fail to appear on sched- 
ule time. This is the most remarkable 
thing about him. This year he appeared 
at the exact hour expected. Evidently 
he desired to have his promptness put 
on record, for he was first noted in Mis- 
souri when he “‘bobbed up” on the State 
horticultural grounds near the univer- 
sity. Possibly he had been forewarned 
that the weather could not be depend- 
ed on, for he was thoughtful enough to 
wear an overcoat. This was in the form 
of a neatly fitting shell, so thoroughly 
conforming with his body that it did 
not interfere, and even aided the wearer 
in digging his way to the surface of the 
ground. 


Get Busy in Orchard, 
Duly arriving on the surface, the lo- 


cust, or cicada, naturally looked about. 
It can only be imagined with what jov 
he perceived that he was in the very 


jmidst of a large number of fruit trees. 


Promptly he shed his overcoat or shell, 
and proceeded to business. The work 
which he had in hand had better be 
expressed in the words of professor of 
entomology. 

Prof. D. Haseman of the department 
of entomology of Missouri Horticultural 
Farm, says: 

“In my opinion the danger from the 
13-year locust, or cicade, is overestimat- 
ed, as it does little harm except to 
young orchard trees, especially apples. 
At the very start, I must distinguish 
between the 13-year locust and the lo- 
cust which remains underground 17 
years. The locust just appearing has 
been underground 13 years, and is called 
the Southern locust because it seldom, 
if ever, goes further north than South- 
ern Ohio, showing a special tendency to 
penetrate further north in Illinois than 
in any other state. The boundary line 
might be drawn just a little north of the 
Ohio River, extending practically across 
the entire country. This boundary is 
practically the same as the old Mason 
and Dixon line. 

“The northern locust apparently has 
no ambition to invade the South. This 
locust, so-called, differs from his South- 
ern brother only in the fact that he re- 
mains underground four years longer, 
requiring 17 instead of 13 years to reach 
the surface of the ground. Like the 
Southern clan, his period of depreda- 
tion is Iimited to only about four or five 
weeks, the male disapPearing exactly 
one week before the female. 

“In everything the locust is exact as 
to time, and to this almost uncanny 
precision is perhaps due the unusual 
amount of interest and the atmosphere 
of mystery. 


Not Considered Harmful. 
“The ‘locust does comparatively little 


damage. True, he attacks and bores in- 
to fruit trees, and often mars the beauty 
of shade trees in the city. The apple 
tree is his favorite. The chief damage 
wrought to trees is by the sting-like 
borer, which often serves to poison the 
tree and thereby raises bumps on the 
branches. The damage, however, is not 
great, though in some cases fruit drops 
too soon, 

“Remaining above ground for a period 
of four to five weeks, the locust disap- 
pears after spawning a vast number of 
eggs. The young locusts also go into 
the ground directly under the branches 
of trees. 

“The Southern locusts are supposed 
to subsist chiefly on roots and other un- 
derground matter, although they have 
4aeldom been accused of injuring trees. 
At the end of 18 years they promotly 
appear on the surface, usually near 
trees, or where trees have been. Some- 
times they come up under houses that 
have been built since their disappear- 
ance, causing surprise to the inmates. 

“The locusts have recently begun to 
appear on the State Horticultural 
Farm,"’ concluded Prof. Haseman, “ind 
Tt have captured a few near this office. 
This year all Missouri will be invaded 
by them, and they can be distinguished 
from the annual grasshopper by the 
rather weird and much louder cadence 
of their song, which rises and falls in- 
cessantly like a dirge. Judging from 
past records, they will also appear in 
Alabama, Arkansas, North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Indian Territory, 
Southern ‘Ohio, Kentucky, Louisana, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Virginia and 
perhaps a few other Southern states. 
We are making every possible effort to 
get reliable data on the locust this 
year and are sending requests all over 
the State for Information as to the pres-

ELMER, Mo., June 8.—A little red

The 
other place opened a larger one. Se it 
went with all classes of industries. Two 
modern, up-to-date Missouri towns raced 
in the Chariton Valley, within rifle 
range of each other, and each having 
facilities to accommodate the trade ef 
all the surrounding country. 

By strategy, North u.fford got a con- 
tract with the railroad to build a depot 
at the foot of its main street. For a 
long time the read hesitated about com- 
plying with the contract, hoping the 
towns would become one, and the depot 
could be located between. The Postal 
Department sent an inspector, William 
L. Reid, to lecate a postoffice. Mr. Reid 
visited both tewns, and talked with the 
leading citizens. He left with a teuch 
ef gray in his dark hzoir. 

“Hanged if I know what to do,” he 
suid. “It’s the hardest proposition I 
was ever against.” 


Depot Settles Postoffice. 

While the postal department was 
wrestling with the question, the North 
Gifford promoters found a law which 
specified that a postoffice in a small 
town must be close to a depot. so they 
revived their contract at the railroad 
and forced it to get busy on that im- 
portant structure. The Postoffice In- 
spector drew a great sigh of relief, and 
located the Postoffice nearby. 

For two years there was frigid atmos- 
phere between the two Giffords, cven in 
July and August. On one occasion the 
manager of the railroad sent the ‘‘Mes- 
senger of Peace,”’ a Gospel car, to Gif- 
ford tc do missionary work. The car 
was sidetracked at North Gifford. and 
the revivalist pitched his tent in South 
Gifford. The manager’s idea was to 
have both towns converted, and then 
smoke the pipe of peace. South Gifford 
and the neighborhood thereabouts filled 
the tent every night, but North Giffcerd 
remained at home. The minister did his 
best, but it was not for him to smoothe} 
the troubled waters.

Encourages Trial in 
Wider Field. 








WILL SELL STAPLES 





Scheme Modeled After the 
Louisiana Plan, Which 
Shows Profit. 


HOUSTON, Tex., June 8.—The Farm- 
ers’ Union of Texas, which has here- 
tofere confined its business operation 
to running cotton gins, oil mills and 
warehouses, is going into the country 
store business. It is the plan to place 
a store in every. community where the 
union has a good membership. All of 
the details of the plan have been ma- 
tured and State Business Agent O’Kee’ea 
will be energetic in carrying forward 
the new movement. 

The commissary system to be inaugu- 
rated by the Texas division of the Farm- 
ers’ Union is not an original one. It has 
been carried on with every degree of 
success by the Louisiana Union for the 
past year. The Texas oefficials of the 
union have kept in close touch with the 


work in Louisiana and they now fes)} 


that the experimental stage has been 
passed and they are now ready to carry 
the movement inte this State, where ‘t 
wiii be rendered more complete. 


All Ventures Successful. 
For two years the Farmers’ Union has 


been engaged in a warehouse building 
Crusade. Recently the advocacy of own- 
ing their own gins has spread rapidly 
throughout the union and a number of 
them are now under the control of the 
locals of the Texas division. Within the 
past few weeks steps have been taken 
in the northern part of the State which 
assure to the union its first oil mill. 

Two weeks ago State Business Agent 
O'Keefe visited the lumber mills of the 
State and contracted for the delivery 
of lumber for warehouses and gins io 
be built this summer. All of this goes 
to show the earnestness with which the 
farmers have entered upon their plan 
for centering in the hands of the union 
the control of the cotton crop of Texas. 

Nothing has been permitted to leak 
out concerning the union stores, but the 
fact of the practical completion of the 
plan makes further secrecy impossible. 
The numerous cotton warehouses are to 
form the base of this new scheme, which 
is to put the Farmers’ Union in the 
storekeeping business. The warehouses 
are to be used for merchandise. From 
the warehouse it will be distributed to 
the farmers in each community. 

Buy Staples Chiefly. 

The union will purchase in wholesale 
lots and cars of sugar, flour and other 
staples will soon be unloaded at the 
warehouses and the merchandise held 
until the farmers call for it. 

It is denied that this step on the part 
of the union reflects any of the old 
Grange symptoms, as those who are be- 
hind it declare it is based on sound busi- 
ness principles and cannet fail of suc- 
cess. It is based on the idea that the 
farmer has been denied a just price for 
his cotton and compelled to pay fancy 
prices for the necessities of life. 

As has been stated, the union in Lou- 
isiana has been utilizing the cotton 
warehouses already constructed as com- 
missaries for some time and with what 
is declared to be success. In their re- 
ports they show handsome savings on 
their purchases of flour, sugar, salt, 
meats and other staple lines, and it was 
this which encouraged the adoption of 
the plan in Texas.

How Scandal Became Public. 


The first breath of. trouble came on

Edward Bergmann Declares. 


That Harry Muessemeyer 
Helped in Crime.

He Contends That He Did Not 
See Mrs. Quernheim the 
Day of the Murder. 


While Edward Bergmann calmly ad- 
mits that he and his drinking compan- 
ion, Harry Muessemeyer, beat Berg- 
mann’s aunt, Mrs. Kate Quernheim, to 
death with revolvers, Muessemeyer 
stoutly denies taking part in the crime 
and denies that he saw the woman the 
day she was killed. He persists in this 
denial though witnesses saw him at the 


gate of the Quernheim home, at 3620 
Vest avenue, about the time the crime 
was committed. 


The grand jury will begin an investi- 


gation of Bergmann's story Tuesday 
and will listen to the testimony of sev- 
eral neighbors of the Quernheims who 
saw two men near the house on March 
7, the day of the murder. Bergmann 
was indicted for murder in the first de- 
gree soon after the crime. Muessemey- 
@r was arrested at the time, but at a 
preliminary hearing before Judge Tay- 
lor of the Court of Criminal Correction 
he was dismissed. 

Bergmann is held at the Four Courts, 
where he was taken yesterday after he 
Was brought back from Mitchell, IIl., 
yesterday. He talks of his crime freely 
and without any show of feeling. He 
confronted Muessemeyer and repeated 
his story. Muessemeyer’s sole reply 
was: ‘You lie.” 

Without a quiver of the lips of a tre- 
mor of the voice, Bergmann described 
haw he and his “pal” attacked his 
aunt, who had received him with every 
possible evidence of kindness, clubbed 
her) into insensibility with their re- 
volvers and then crushed the life out of 
her by kicking her on the head and 
jumping on her breast with their feet. 


Wandered for Three Months. 


Then he described in the same uncon- 
cerned manner how he fled from 8t. 
Louts, wandered about the country, and 
finally made no effort to get away from 
the detectives at Mitchell, Ill., when he 
faw them because he didn’t want them 
to’ “burn him up with their revolvers,” 
as he expressed it. 

During his three months of wandering, 
between Chieago and Memphis, stop- 
ping here and there to work on a rail- 
road job, Bergmann declared that he 
was haunted by the fear that his crime 
would find him out; and in several 
places he made the acquaintance of 


*¢eonstables and town marshals to find 


out whether they had any knowledge 
of the murder of Mrs. Quernheim and 
were keeping a lookout for suspects. 

While he did not talk with them di- 
rectly about the case, he said that he 
Was able to satisfy himself in each in- 
stance that they were not informed as 
to the crime and that he was in no dan- 
ger of arrest. His fear of détection, 
however, made him restless, he said, 
and he kept moving from place to place. 

Only once during yesterday did he 
show the slightest evidence of regret 
for his crime. That was when he was 
confronted in Chief Smith's office by 
Alex L. and William H. Quernheim Jr., 
stepsons of the aunt whom he killed. 

Met Stepsons of Victim. 

When he was conducted into Chief 
Smith's office in the afternoon and saw 
the Quernheim boys, both neatly dressed. 
awaiting him, he hung his head and 


refused to greet them or look them in 


the face. The boys had called at Chief 
ith’s office to express their grati- 
tion over the capture of the slayer 
of their stepmother. They listened with 
the greatest interest to the story of 
Befgmann'’s wanderings, which he re- 
to Chief Smith. They did not

Rergmann talked freely of the crime, 


“T went to the basement door in the 
front of the house,” he began. “‘I rapped 
at the door, my aunt admitted me and 
received me Kindly. Muessemever went 
with me to the house, but did not go 
in at first. I talked with my dunt for 
a few minutes, and then went upstairs 
to lock around 

Orderéd Out of House. 

“She seemed to think that I was not 
there for any good purpose. She fol 
lowed me up the steps, and then down 
again. By the time we had gone down- 
stairs Muessemeyer had entered. We 
had some words and then she ordered 
ug out of the house. 

“Muessemeyer seemed to get angry. 
He drew his revolver and struck my 
aunt over the head with the butt end 
of the weapon. I wes drunk and I flew 
in, too. She fought back with all her 
strength, and tried to escape. But we 
rained blows on her head until she fell 
helpless on the floor. 

“She was apparently unconscious, and 
blood was flowing from the wounds in 
the head. Muessemeyer kicked her on 
the head, and then leaped upon her 
breast with his feet. 


“T then staggered upstairs to search 
the house and steai What valuables I 
could find, leaving Muessemeyer down- 
stairs with my aunt. Before 1 got up 
the stairs I told him to step out in 
front and watch the house to see that 
no one came in. I went through the 
rooms and took some jewelry and a lt- 
tle money. I don’t remember every- 
thing that I took, but I remember when 
I got through and went out into the 
street that Muessemeyér was stancing 
on the corner. I handed him a $10 bill, 
and then turned and walked away. I 
did not see Muessemeyer again until 
he was arrested and taken to the Four 
Courts today.”

Bergmann recited these detuils of the 
tre gedy without any display of emoticn. 
His voice did not once fail him, and 
there was no hesitation in his speech 
after he started. If the confession gave 
his mind any relief, there was no evi- 
dence of it discernible. 

As soon as Bergmann implicated 
Muessemeyer in the killing detectives 
were sent out to arrest him. He was

Lawyer Promises Alibi. 


Chief Smith told the lawyer that he 
could not see Muessemeyer until the in- 
vestigation had been finished. Sheridan 
Said that he would be able to prove an 
alibi for Muessemeyer and that Berg- 
man’s confession implicating him was 
false. He said the former indictment 
against him had been dismissed on the 
State’s evidence, after a preliminary 
hearing before Judge Taylor. 

Bergmann told a long story about his 
travels after leaving St. Louis. He said 
that. .he visited several saloons in the 
city on the night of the killing, pawned 
some of the jewelry, and then went to 
the Swan House and spent the balance 
of the night. 

“About 12 o'clock the next day I 
thought I had better get out of St. 
Louis,"’ said Bergmann to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “I went down to the 
bridge and rode across on a street car. 
I wandered around East St. Louis for 
a few hours, and then caught a freight 
train going out. I didn't know where & 
was going, but it landed me at Thebes, 
Ill. 

“There was nothing more to interest 
me, and I caught on to the first passen- 
ger train and went to Mounds. From 
there I made my way by degrees down 
to Memphis, crossing the river at Cairo. 
I passed through Wyckliffe, Fulton and 
Covington, Ky., on my way to Mem- 
phis. I remained there two or three 
days, but didn’t see anybody I knew. 
From Memphis I went to Curryville, 
Tenn., and worked in a grading camp 
for a few days. I got tired of the camp 
and made my way by freight trains to 
Chicago. 

Started Toward St. Louls, 


“I tried to find railroad work in Chi- 
cago, but failed to pass the examina- 
tions. I left there and headed through 
Illinois toward St. Louis, without hav- 
jing any particular object in mind. I 
would stop for a day or two at a time 
and pick up a few dollars by doing odd 
jobs of railroad work. I finally got 
down to Hartford and worked a week 
for the Standard Oll Co., which is build- 
ing tanks and a pipe line at Hartford. 

“I quit that job and went down 0 
Mitchell. Well, Chief, you know what 
happened there. Your men picked m2 
up and here I am. Of course, I didn't 
run when I saw them. They were with- 
in eight feet of me, and had the drop 
on me. You don’t think I wanted to 
take the chance of being burned up, 
do you?” : 

Chief Smith laid the signed confession 

Bergmann and other details of the 
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terday afternoon. The Chief was anx- 
ious to procure all the evidence possible 
against Bergmann so that there might 
be no loophole through which he might 
escape if he concluded to later withdraw 
his confession and make a fight for his 
life and liberty. In order to get all of 
the facts properly before the Circuit At- 
torney, Chief Smith had the witnesses 
summoned to his office last night, where 
their statements were given and reduced 
to writing. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Rosskopf was present. 
Boy Identifies Muesseineyer. 


Elmer Burklin, a 14-year-old boy of 
2730% Vest avenue, repeated the state- 
ment that he had previously given at 
the Coroner’s inquest and in court at 
Muessemeyer's preliminary hearing, 
that he saw Muessemeyer about the 
time of the murder standing in front of 
the Quernheim house. 

The Burklin boy was taken into a 
room where Muessemeyer and eight or 
ten other persons, including Bergmann, 
were seated, and was asked to point 
out the man he saw in front of the 
house. Without hesitation he pointed 
out Muessemeyer. He said he first saw 
Muessemeyer on the corner of Vest av- 
enue and Salisbury street, and that 
later he walked down the street to the 
gate in front of the Quernheim home. 
He started to go in, the boy said, but 
turned and walked away. 


Alex L.. Quernheim, a stepson of the 
murdered woman, identified as belong- 
ing to him a raincoat that Bergmann 
had given to Leathe Sohne, a colored 
maid at the Swan House, Sixth and 
Morgan streets, the morning after the 
killing. The negro woman also identi- 
fied the coat and Bergmann as the man 
who had given it to her. 

Mrs. Minnie Guntly and her husband, 
Otto, identified the revolver with which 
Bergmann beat his aunt to death. Mrs. 
Guntly stated that she gave Bergmann 
$10 to buy groceries on the morning of 
May 7. He went away and returned 
several hours later without the gro- 
ceries. A quarrel followed and he 
picketi up the pistol, Mrs. Guntly «said, 
and threatened her and then went away, 
taking the weapon. 


Stolen Property Identified. 


John Janson of 3520 North Twenty-sec- 
ond street and Frank J. Becker of 3423 
Northy Twenty-sixth street, identifie] 
a pair of spectacles that Bergmann gave 
Janson in a saloon at Twenty-second 
and Mallinckrodt street an hour after 
the murder. Fred Marcus, a florist at 
University .and Cornell streets, some 
time ago turned over to the police severa: 
articles he bought from Bergmann. They 
have all been identified as property 
stolen from the Quernheim home by 
Bergmann. 

In spite of all the statements made 
implicating Muessemeyer, he stil) main- 
tains his innocence. The police are not

BOISE, June 8.—The cross-examina- 


tion of Harry Orchard, by his own con- 
fession the slayer of 18 men by bullet 
and bomb, is likely to last through Mon- 


day ahd Tuesday of next week, and

Orchard has been on the stand in the 
trial of W. D. Haywood for 14 hours in 
direct and cross examination. The State 
had him in half 


hours. In that time he told what ap- 
peared to be an incredible stogy, spread 
over the 41 years of his life. 

Beginning with the year 1895, he un- 
folded a career in which, to use the 
language of the leading counsel for the 
State, “assassination was a trade and 
murder a means of livelihood.” 


Spares Neither Seif Nor Others, 

Orchard spared no incident of his 
more recent life under the questioning 
of the State, that might prove to the 
jury his readiness to slaughter for a 
low wage and how indifferent he had 
been as to the number of condition of 
his victims. But this story brought out 
by counsel for the State was merely a 
synopsis of the play whose acts cover 
the years since 1899. 

In every act the climax sent a shud- 
der through the crowded courtroom. 
Under cross-examination by E. F. Rich- 
ardson, counsel for Haywood, Orchard 
has so far developed this series of 
tragedies, but only up to the year 1004. 
Three more years and many murders 
are yet to be analyzed. 

For purposes of its own, not so far re- 
vealed, the defense is determined that 
Orchard shall retell his life story so 
that the most diabolical or the most 
squalid detail may not fail to be im- 
pressed upon the minds of the men who 
are to pass on the question of whether 
Haywood is guilty of conspiracy to 
murder by hiring Orchard or Steve Ad- 
ams to “bump off’’ a Governor, slaugh- 
ter a Supreme Court Judge or blow up 
a mine or depot filled with scabs.

Hopes to Break Down Story. 

lowly but surely the defense is de- 
veloping the lines by which it hopes to 
break down the story of Harry Or- 
chard, so far as it affects Haywood, 
now on trial, or Moyer or Pettibone, 
who are yet to be tried on the same 
charge.

By their questions they have plainly 
indicated their intention to prove that 
Orchard was the hired agent of the 
mine owners, who, harassed by the 
Western Federation of Miners, deter- 
mined to wipe union labor from the 
mines of Idaho and Colorado, planned 
assassination, train wrecks and mine 
explosions that could be laid to the 
door of the Western Federation of Min- 
ers and keep militla on the ground 
while nonunion men worked the mines. 

He Piayed 2 Double Game, 

It has been shown under the cross- 
examination that Orchard trafficked 
with railroad detectives in’ the mining 
region of Cripple Creek during the 
great strike there, while almost at the

of Miners. Led by Mr. Richardson, or. 
chard has stated that he was hired by 
Moyer, the president of the fede wnt eg 
to act as his guard against thugs al- 
leged to have been hired by the mine 
owners to attack and terrorize him.

BLOOMINGTON, IIL, June 8.—In the 
fiscal year ending June 30, more than 
$35,000,000 will have been paid into 
the Treasury of the United States by 
the Central Ilijnois distilleries. This 
enormous sum will pay one-fifteenth 
of the expenses for operating the Na- 
tional Government one year. 

For the month of May the collec- 
tions were $2,250,000, a gain of $131,- 
000 over the same month a year ago. 
This money is collected at an expense 
to the Government of less than one 
per cent. The local internal revenue 
district is the most prolific and the 
most economical of all the depart- 
ments of the Federal Government.

Sued Him for Slander. 

Several weeks ago she filed suit for 
slander against Ward in the Circuit 
Court, and this is still pending. 

She alleges that. Ward again repeat- 
ed his attacks yesterday and in addi- 
tion called her a vile name. When the 
man returned this evening to his home 
at 1106 North First street Mrs. Blumle 
was waiting for him with a heavy 
whalebone whip concealed in the folds 
of her dress. 

She at once attacked Ward, who en- 
deavored to protect nis head and face 
with his arms, but with little success.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The suicide 
of Tdeut. Mack Richardson, whose res- 
ignation had been demanded by Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt after he had jilted the 


girl he promised to marry, is only one 
of the many incidents in army life in 
which women invariably have figured. 

In the majority of instances the wom- 
an has been the innocent victim of cu- 
plicity, as in the case of Richardson, 
but there are one or two in which the 
woman in the case was as blame- 
worthy as the man. That was so with 
Capt. George W. Kirkham, for love of 
whom rs. L. B. Chandler, the wife of a 
brother .officer, committed _ suicide. 
Kirkham subsequently tried to kill him- 
self, but survived. 

Lieut. Richardson had a cleaner mili- 
tary record than any other of the of- 
ficers who brought scandal on the army 
through escapades in love. He was 
stationed at Fort Brown, Brownsville, 
Tex., where the rioting subsequently 
took place, and paid court to the daugh- 
ter of Capt. Kel'y, a prominent banker. 
Their engagement was announced, and 
preparations were made for the wed- 
ding. Capt. Kelly had given his daugh- 
ter carte blanche, and a beautiful 
trousseau was made. Invitations were 
gent out to the best-known citizens in 
the State, and the general opinion was 
that the match was a happy one. Rich- 
ardson was handsome and popular, both 
with civilians and military men. 

His character for morality was above 
reproach; so when the wedding day 
came and he did not appear, but sent a 
message that he was ill, there was gen- 
eral sympathy. This turned to indigna- 
tion when it was learned that he was 
with a gay automobile party when he 

._- bene the dispatch. He left no explana- 
~ tlon as to why he deserted his fiancee. 
It is regarded as certain in Texas that 
if he had not killed himself he would 
*“fhave had to reckon sooner or later 
with Miss Kelly’s father. 


The Kirkman Scandal. 
The Kirkman case was probably one 
» of the most scandalous that ever has 
visited officers in the service. Capt. 
George W. Kirkman had been ‘in the 
- Philippines and made a record for him- 


~ gelf that subsequently “led to his dis- 


missal, He was a Major of the Forty- 
ninth Volunteers and was tried and 
convicted of intoxication. While on a 
spree he smashed the furniture and 
glasses in a barroom in Manila. Friends 
interested themselves in his behalf and 
alleged that his act was due to tem- 
porary mental derangement, 

In March, 1901, Congress passed a 
joint resolution restoring him to his 
former grade and rank and he was as- 
signed to a place in the Twelfth In- 
Later he was transferred to 
the command of Company TI, Twenty- 
and was assigned to 





Fort Neobrara. 
He left there in September, 1904, with- 
out obtaining leave of absence from his 
Superior officer, and about three weeks 
after his disappearance the New York

TUSSOCIC PTOTFL 


IS RUINING ST. LOUIS TREES 








City Forester Meyer is having trouble 
with Notolphus leucostigma. This is 
not the name of a new disease, but only 
the of 


known in plain English as the tussock 
moth, a species of caterpillar that has 
attached itself to thousands of St. Louis 
trees and is working great havoc. 

These caterpillars are one and one- 
quarter inches long, very hairy, of a 
bright yellow, with a blackish stripe 
along the back and.one along each side. 

Make a Grayish Cocoon, 

When full grown these little animals 
pull the hairs from their body and, mix- 
ing them with some milk, make a gray- 
ish cocoon on the tree trunks. 

The female tussock moth that crawls 
out of this cocoon is of a light gray 
color and is wingless. When she is out 
of the cocoon she lays from 300 to 500 


official designation what is 
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eggs covered by a frothy looking but 
firm substance in a grayish mass. The 
males are ashy gray and have broad, 
short wings. 

The tussock moth does greater harm 
to trees than the ordinary type of cater- 
pillar and for this reason the City For- 
ester has been much worried by their 
arrival. They infest principally shade 
trees in town and in the suburbs. 

How to Deal With Pest. 

The best remedy for these pests is to 
gather the egg masses in the winter and 
put them into a box with its top cov- 
ered with mosquito netting. In the 
spring the moths and the egg parasites, 
which are numerous, will hatch. . Then 
the minute parasites will escape through 
the netting and go on with their good 
work, while the moths will be retained 
in the box where they can be easily de- 
stroyed. 
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youngest member of Gen. Merritt’s staff 
and well liked until he began a series of 
escapades which culminated in his 
elopement with May Yohe and his resig- 
nation from the army. 

Strong cut a wide swath in the Philip- 
pines andin Honolulu before he came to 
America and fell in with the divorced 
wife of the English nobleman. He had 
known her slightly before he left New 
York to enter the army. He sought to 
keep his acquaintanceship quiet, but 
the vivacious May was too fond of life 
and excitement to keep long in the shad- 
ow. 

Stories of orgies in San Francisco ho- 
tels began to float Eastward and caused 
the deepest distress to Maj. Strong's 
mother. Strong took May Yohe to Hon- 
olulu. They were ignored by society and 
were refused accommodations at the 
principal hotels. The pair traveled un- 
der the name of Mr. and Mrs. J. G. 
Smith, and they were obliged to return 
to the steamship on which they sailed 
from San Francisco. 

Maj. Strong was sensitive at first to 
the criticism of his acts and the manner 
in which he was avoided by his former 
friends, but he became callous to the 
snubbing. “He took a trip around the 
world with Lady Francis, first having 
resigned his commission in the army. 
They returned to. New York in April, 
1902, with a remarkable collection of ani- 
mals, parrots, dogs, monkeys and strange 
looking cats. No member of the Strong 
family mé@& the returning son nor were 
any of the* Major’s military friends on 
hand to give him a welcome, Before 
he left Honolulu he had announced that 
he intended to become an actor and 
appear in vaudeville with his compan- 
ion. <A be-diamonded press agent met 
the steamship, but Strong never went 
on the stage, and it always has been 
believed he was dissuaded from taking 
this step by the pleadings of his fam- 
ily. 

The Burbank Escapades. 

Lieut. Sidney S. Burbank of the Sixth 
United States Infantry was cashiered 
from the army for embezzlement of 
company funds, forgery and conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, 
in denying his marriage to a Filipino 
woman. Lieut. Burbank is a son of 
Capt. Clayton Burbank and was reared 
at an army post. He went with his 
regiment to the Philippinés in 1901 and 
was placed in command of a small de- 
tachment stationed at Vallaloid. There 
he met Conception Vasquez, a comely 
Filipino, and, as she subsequently 
averred, married her. One child was 
born. Burbank returned to the United 
States when his command was ordered 
back and soon thereafter the War De- 
partment was called upon to compel 
him to support the wife and baby he 
had left behind in the Philippines. 


Burbank denied that any legal mar- 


riage had been performed. He denied 
the embezzlement charge also, but he 
was convicted, and the court recom- 
mended that he be sent to prison for 15 
months. His mother, then in the Phiip- 
pines, heard of the board’s action and 
succeeded in getting passage to San 
Francisco in a transport. She hurried 
to Washington and pléadéd with all the 
eloquence of a mother’s love for clemen- 
cy. The President refused to interfere 
and Burbank was taken to Fort Leaven- 
worth, where he served his term. He 
was bitter on his release in denouncing 
the code of morality which governed 
the body that tried him, and asserted 
that marriages similar to his were fre- 
quent among army officers in the Phil- 
ippines. The embezzlement and forgery 
charges he met with flat denials, but 
the proof against him was_ strong 
enough to convince the court of his 
guilt. 

The deception of the Filipino girl was 
deliberate and heartless. In his letters 
to her Burbank addressed her as ‘‘most 
beloved of’ my heart” and “beloved wife 
of my heart.’’ The young officer was 
engaged to be married to Miss Stone, 
the daughter of a State Senator of Kan- 
sas, and the story which came from 
Manila almost prostrated her. The en- 
gagement was broken off. The Filipino 
wife afterward obtalianed a divorce and 
alimony.

Her hat was. of 
heavy black straw and of the sailor pat- 
tern. Altheugh a Seutherner, Miss Kel- 
ly did not speak with the accent to be 
expected of a reared in that 
section. 

No word was given either by 
Kelly or Miss Kelly of the length of 
their stay in St. -Louis. It was an- 
nounced by Miss Kelly that they would 
go East on leaving St. Louis. 

Before taking his life Lieut. Richard- 
son wrote a note, saving: *‘To whom it 
may concern: This action has been in- 
evitable since last November.’’ It is be- 
lieved that he had reference to the time 
of his engagement to Miss Kelly, last 
fall... He was to have married Miss 
Kelly a few days ago. The guests gath- 
ered at her home avd all was ready 
for the ceremony. Richardsun failed to 
appear. 

When no word ef explanation came 
frem Richardson, Capt. Kelly and Mrs. 
Kelly ordered the banquet to be served 
and the festivities to continue, as the 
day was also the anniversary of their 
wedding. 

Telegram Was Untrue. 

Then came a telegram announcing 
that Richardsen was too sick to go to 
Brownsville. It was later learned that 
en the evening of the day set for his 
wedding, Lieut. Richardson was in 
Houston, automobiling. 

Notwithstanding the bitter disappoint- 
ment she felt, Miss Kelly was one of 
the merriest of the gathering of friends 
that had come to attend her wedding. 
A week after the date on which he was 
te have been married, Lieut. Richard- 
sen went to Brownsville for an audi- 
ence with Capt. Kelly, but was or- 
dered to attempt ne communication 
with any of the family. He then re- 
signed from the army te avoid court- 
martial. 

Richardson formerly lived in Tennes- 
see, Mo. He was a Captain of the Six- 
ty-ninth United States Infantry during 
the Spanish-American War. He was 
bern in Tennessee in 1869.

SEVERAL CHOSE DEATH 





Kirkman and Maj. Strong Fur-| 
nished Food for Greatest 
Gossip.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The suicide 
of Lieut. Mack Richardson, whose res- 
ignation had been demanded by Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt after he had jilted the 


girl he promised to marry, is only one 
of the many incidents in army life in 
which women invariably have figured. 
In the majority of instances the wom- 
an has been the innocent victim of cu- 
plicity, as in the case of Richardson, 
= but there are one or two in which the 
woman in the case was as biame- 
worthy as the man. That was s0 with 
Capt. George W. Kirkham, for love of 
whom rs. L. B. Chandler, the wife of a 
brother officer, committed _ suicide. 
Kirkham subsequently tried to kill him- 
self, but survived. 

Lieut. Richardson had a cleaner mili- 
tary record than any other of the of- 
ficers who brought scandal on the army 
through escapades in love. He was 
stationed at Fort Brown, Brownsville, 
Tex., where the rioting subsequently 
took place, and paid court to the daugh- 
ter of Capt. Kel'y, a prominent banker. 
Their engagement was announced, and 
preparations were made for the wed- 
ding. Capt. Kelly had given his daugh- 
ter carte blanche, and a beautiful 
trousseau was made. Invitations were 
sent out to the best-known citizens in 

‘the State, and the general opinion was 
that the match was a happy one. Rich- 
ardson was handsome and popular, both 
with civilians and military men. 

His character for morality was above 
reproach; so when the wedding day 
came and he did not appear, but sent a 
.-Message that he was ill, there was gen- 
eral sympathy. This turned to indigna- 
tion when it was learned that he was 
with a gay automobile party when he 
_ tthe dispatch. He left no explana- 
““tlon as to why he deserted his fiancee.

The Kirkman Scandal, 
The Kirkman case was probably one 
* of the most scandalous that ever has 
visited officers in the service. Capt. 
| George W. Kirkman had been in the 

_ Philippines and made a record for him- 

~ gelf that subsequently “led to his dis- 
- Missal, He was a Major of the Forty- 
_ minth Volunteers and was tried and 
_ convicted of intoxication. While on a 
' spree he smashed the furniture and 
: glasses in a barroom in Manila. Friends 


~ 
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interested themselves in his behalf and 
alleged that his act was due to tem- 
porary mental derangement, 

In March, 1901, Congress passed a 
joint resolution restoring him to his 
former grade and rank and he was as- 
Signed to a place in the Twelfth In- 
fantry. Water he was transferred to 
the command of Company I, Twenty- 
fifth Infantry, and was assigned to 
Fort Neobrara. 

He left there in September, 1904, with- 
out obtaining leave of absence from his 
superior officer, and about three weeks 
after his disappearance the New York 
Jewelry firm of Black, Starr & Frost 
charged that Capt. Kirkman. had given 
them a worthless check for $300 for 
goods purchased. This was followed by

NOTOLOPHUS LEUCOSTIGMA, WHICH — 
IS RUINING ST. 


LOUIS TREES 
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City Forester Meyer is having trouble 
with Notolphus leucostigma. This is 
not the name of a new disease, but only 


the official designation of what is 


known in plain English as the tussock 
moth, a species of caterpillar that has 
attached itself to thousands of St. Louis 
trees and is working great havoc. 

These caterpillars are one and one- 
quarter inches long, very hairy, of a 
bright yellow, with a blackish stripe 
along the back and one along each side. 

Make a Grayish Cocoon, 

When full grown these little animals 
pull the hairs from their body and, mix- 
ing them with some milk, make a gray- 
ish cocoon on the tree trunks. 

The female tussock moth that crawls 
out of this cocoon is of a Hght gray 
color and is wingless. When she is out 
of the cocoon she lays from 300 to 500 


eggs covered by.a frothy looking but 
firm substance in a grayish mass. The 
males are ashy gray and have broad, 
short wings. 

The tussock moth does greater harm 
to trees than the ordinary type of cater- 
pillar and for this reason the City For- 
ester has been much worried by their 
arrival. They infest principally shade 
trees in town and in the suburbs. 

How to Deal With Pest. 

The best remedy for these pests is to 
gather the egg masses in the winter and 
put them into a box with its top cov- 
ered with mosquito netting. In the 
spring the moths and the egg parasites, 
which are numerous, will hatch. Then 
the minute parasites will escape through 
the netting and go on with their good 
work, while the moths will be retained 
in the box where they can be easily de- 
stroyed. 
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youngest member of Gen. Merritt's staff 
and well liked until he began a series of 
escapades which culminated in his 
elopement with May Yohe and his resig- 
nation from the army. 

Strong cut a wide swath in the Philip- 
pines andin Honolulu before he came to 
America and fell in with the divorced 
wife of the English nobleman. He had 
known her slightly before he left New 
York to enter the army. He sought to 
keep his acquaintanceship quiet, but 
the vivacious May was too fond of life 
and excitement to keep long in the shad- 
ow. 

Stories of orgies in San Francisco ho- 
tels began to float Eastward and caused 
the deepest distress to Maj. Strong's 
mother. Strong took May Yohe to Hon- 
olulu. They were ignored by society and 
were refused accommodations at the 
principal hotels. The pair traveled un- 
der the name of Mr. and Mrs. J. G. 
Smith, and they were obliged to return 
to the steamship on which they sailed 
from San Francisco. 

Maj. Strong was sensitive at first to 
the criticism of his acts and the manner 
in which he was avoided by his former 
friends, but he became callous.to the 
snubbing. He took 'a trip around the 
world with Lady Francis, first having 
resigned his commission in the army, 
They returned to. New York in April, 
1902, with a remarkable collection of ani- 
mals, parrots, dogs, monkeys and strange 
looking cats. No member of the Strong 
family met; the returning son nor were 
any of the’ Major’s military friends on 
hand to give him a welcome, Before 
he left Honolulu he had announced that 
he intended to become an actor and 
appear in vaudeville with his compan- 
ion. A be-diamonded press agent met 
the steamship, but Strong never went 
on the stage, and it always has been 
believed he was dissuaded from taking 
this step by the pleadings of his fam- 
ily. 

The Burbank Escapades. 

Lieut. Sidney S. Burbank of the Sixth 
United States Infantry was cashiered 
from the army for embezzlement of 
company funds, forgery and conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, 
in denying his marriage to a Filipino 
woman. Lieut. Burbank is a son of 
Capt. Clayton Burbank and was reared 
at an army post. He went with his 
regiment to the Philippines in 1901 and 
was placed in command of a small de- 
tachment stationed at Vallaloid. There 
he met Conception Vasquez, a comely 
Filipino, and, as she subsequently 
averred, married her. One child was 
born. Burbank returned to the United 
States when his command was ordered 
back and soon thereafter the War De- 
partment was called upon to compel 
him to support the wife and baby he 
had left behind in the Philippines. 

Burbank denied that any legal mar- 
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riage had been performed. He denied 
the embezzlement charge also, but he 
was convicted, and the court recom- 
mended that he be sent to prison for 15 
months. His mother, then in the Phiip- 
pines, heard of the board's action and 
succeeded in getting passage to San 
Francisco in a transport. She hurried 
to Washington and pleaded with all the 
eloquence of a mother’s.love for clemen- 
cy. The President refused to interfere 
and Burbank was taken to Fort Leaven- 
worth, where he served his term. He 
was bitter on his release in denouncing 
the code: of morality which governed 
the body that. tried him, and asserted 
that marriages similar to his were fre- 
quent among army officers in the Phil- 
ippines. The embezzlement and forgery 
charges he met with flat denials, but 
the proof against him was _ strong 
enough to convince the court of his 
guilt. 

The deception of the Filipino girl was 
deliberate and heartless. In his letters 
to her Burbank addressed her as ‘‘most 
beloved of my heart” and ‘“‘beloved wife 
of my heart.’’ The young officer was 
engaged to be married to Miss Stone, 
the daughter of a State Senator of Kan- 
sas, and the. story which came from 
Manila almost prostrated her. The en- 
gagement was broken off. The Filipino 
wife afterward obtalaned a divorce and 
alimony. !

Miss Anna R. Kelly of Brownsville, 
Tex., who was jilted by Lieut. Mack 
Richardson of the Twenty-sixth United 
States Infantry, who later resigned his 
commission and ended his life, was a 
guest at the Southern Hotel yesterday, 
accompanied by her father, Capt. Wil- 
liam Kelly, a banker. 


Capt. Kelly and his daugater arrived 
in St. Louis Friday, about the time that 
Lieut. Khichardson was found lying 
across. his bed at Fort Sam Houstor, 
near San Antonio, Tex., sutfering from 
the poison which later killed him. 

Miss Kelly declined to discuss (Aeut. 
Richardson’s failure at the last momert 
to keep his promise of marriage or 
io express any opinion as to his rea- 
sons. To all questions Miss Kelly gave 
but one reply, saying without emotion: 

‘“T have decided to say nothing.”’ 

Says Action Was Inevitable. 

Miss Kelly is tall and frail, with light 
brown hair and gray eyes. She was 
gowned simply in a dark skirt and a 
white shirt -waist.. Her hat was of 
heavy black straw and of the sailor pat- 
tern. Although a Seutherner, Miss Kel- 
ly did not speak with the accent to be 
expected of a person reared in that 
section. 

No word given either by Capt. 
Kelly or Miss Kelly of the length of 
their stay in St. Louis. It was an- 
nounced by Miss Kelly that they would 
go East on leaving St. Louis. 

Before taking his life Lieut. Richard- 
son wrote a note, saying: ‘‘To. whom it 
may concern: This action has been in- 
evitable since last November.’’ It is be- 
lieved that he had reference to the time 
of his engagement to Miss Kelly, last 
fall. He was to have married Miss 
Kelly a few days ago. The guests gath- 
ered at her home ard all was ready 
for the ceremony. Richardsun failed to 
appear. 

When no word ef explanation came 
frem Richardson, Capt. Kelly and Mrs.’ 
Kelly ordered the banquet to be served 
and the festivities to continue, as the 
day was also the anniversary of their 
wedding. . 

Telegram Was Untrue,. 

Then came a telegram announcing 
that Richardson was too sick to go to 
Brownsville. It was later learned that 
en the evening of the day set for his 
wedding, Lieut. Richardson was in 
Houston, automobfling. 

Notwithstanding the bitter disappoint- 
ment she felt, Miss Kelly was one of 
the merriest of the gathering of friends 
that had come to attend her wedding. 
A week after the date on which he was 
te have been married, Lieut. Richard- 
sen went to Brownsville for an audi- 
ence with Capt. Kelly, but was or- 
dered to attempt ne communication 
with any of the family. He then re- 
signed from the army to avoid court- 
martial. : 

Richardson formerly lived in Tennes- 
see, Mo. He was a Captain of the Six- 
ty-ninth United States Infantry during 
the Spanish-American War. He was 
bern in Tennessee in 1869. He was a 
widower. His two ehildren live with 
relatives in Tenessee, Mo.

Should his enemies succeed in 
defeating him as a delegate, the fact 
will constitute an autharitative  an- 
nouncement of his final elimination 
from Texas politics. On the other hand, 
should he win out, the fact will be 
generally accepted as a triumph of con- 
vention over hasty and perhaps imper- 
fectly organized antagonism. in which 
Case the result will merely lead up to 


& more carefully prepared campaign in 
the future. 


Bailey “Sceking to Please. 


Meantime the Democratic situation in 
Texas is extremely interesting, since it 
bears upon national isgues with peculiar 
force. Bailey has already declared his 
devotion to the cause of Culberson, 
though with Bryan as a second choice. 
His loyalty to Culberson is a matter 
of perplexing speculation, his fondness 
for Bryan open to a thousand guesses. 

The theory of well-informed Texans 
is that Bailey, realizing the definitive 
and final nature of the struggle now 
confronting him, is appealing to the 
Texas public by every expedient occur- 
ring to his alert and fertile mind. Pro- 
claiming hot allegiance to Culberson 
and alternatively to the Nebraska pro- 
phet, he covers, or fondly thinks he cov- 
ers, the whole field of Texas sentiment. 

For the time being Senator Bailey is 
the supreme question with the Texas 
Democracy.

LUXURY OF PRISON LIFE 
DESCRIBED BY CONVICTS 


Two Men Who Took “Vacation” 
to Become Burglars Are 


Sentenced. 

GENEVA, June 8.—Grunder and Ger- 
ber, the two convicts who made such 
astounding revelations regarding the 
luxurious life at the Prison of Thor- 
burg, near Wrcesen, have been sentenced 
to an additional two and a half years’ 
penal servitude each for “escaping” 
from the prison last Marchi. 

The convicts were arrested at Kander- 
stag after their ‘‘escape,’’ and 
alleged that prison scipline at 
burg was so lax that they were allowed 
to: leave and resume their occupations 
as burglars. 

When arraigned in court Grunder and 
Gerber related the ‘amazing story of 
their luxurious life in prison, which was 
enlivened by frequent excursions to 

‘es and other places of amusement at 

assen. 

Grunder said that one convict, a na- 
tive of Fribourg, became disgusted 
with the constant disputes between the 
convicts and sometimes even with the 
warders regarding card games that he 
simply “‘left’’ the prison. 

When -Grunder and Gerber grew tired 
of prison life they walked into a 
warder’s room, ‘borrowed’ $0 and the 
warder’s clothes, and went to Wassen, 
where they discarded their convict's 
dress, 

The convicts robbed a number of cafes 
and restaurants, and then decided to 
cross the Gemmi Pass into the canton 
of valos. They were recognized by a 
gendarme at Kanderstag, however, and 
arrested.

BUYER MUST SLAY 


Missouri Man Tired of Charity and 
Pain, but Will Not 
Kill Self. 


Edward Murphy, who has been an 
inmate of the Jackson County Home 
more than a year, was given street 
car fare by the superintendent so he 
could go to Kansas City to sell his life 
and his body. He went to the Helping 
Hand Institute and asked for assistance 
in finding a purchaser. Murphy did not 
talk insanely. He presented an argu- 
ment in defense of his decision to end 
his life. 

“I have heart disease, rheuamtism 
and paralysis,” he said. “I’ve been suf- 
fering for two years and I’m incurable. 
I don’t want to live on charity any 
longer and I*'don’t want to suffer any 
more. 

‘I’m ready to sign a contract with 
any medical society or college to sel! 
my body. Five dollars is all I ask for 
it. I don’t want any more money, be- 
cause it would take me too long to 
spend it, and life is painful to me. My 
only object in wanting money for my 
body is so I can pay for my living the

to die a charge to charity. I'll deliver 
my body to any society that wants It, 
and it may take my life at any time it 
sees fit. The only provision I ask is 
that In taking my life it be done pain- 
lessly. I’ve had enough pain already. 

“I don’t think I have anything to fear 
in death.

—at least as nearly as 1 can remem- 
ber.”’

SOLDIER ASKED NO ADVICE 





Snubbed Financier When He At- ; 
tempted to Instill Caution 
Into Speculator. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, June 8.—Former Judge 
Morgan J. O’Brien recently told the 
following story of J. J. Hill’s efforts 
to finance in London the Great North- 
ern merger: 

‘“T have never seen the story in print,” 
said Judge O’Brien, “and as it is Iil- 


lustrative of Mr. Hill’s magnetic char- 
acter and the manner in which he has 
found help for his enterprises, I think 
I will tell it. I would like to give it in 
the language of Mr. Hill, but cannot. 
“T went abroad two or three years 
ago, and among my fellow passengers 
upon the steamer was the president of 
the Northern Pacific. He told me the 
incident I am about to narrate to you 
and appeared to derive much satisfac- 
tion out of it. He said that he tried to 
finance the Great Northern merger in 
Wall street the summer before the Boer 
War and failed. Not to be defeated, 
he sailed for London, carrying with him 
letters to several influential bankers. 
‘“Tmmediately after landing he com- 
municated with one of the bankers and 
was invited to meet him at- dinner wut 
his home, upon which occasion several 
gentlemen would be present. Mr. Hill 
was asked to bring his maps and plans 
with him. 

“After dinner the host requested Mr. 
Hill to unfold his scheme, and then 
and there, transforming the banquet 
board into a desk, Mr. Hill spread out 
his maps, opened his memoranda and 
proceeded to deliver a lecture upon the 
desirability of putting through this par- 
ticular deal.

QUEER ANGLES OF 2-CENT 
RATE LAW IN ARKANSAS 


More Business Done, but Passen- 
gers Don’t Buy Through 


Tickets. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 8.—The 
cent rate law is affecting the receipts of 
the railroad companies tn Little Rock 
materially. This is not to be taken as 
an indication that the roads are actually 
losing on this deal, but it Is a fact that 
the receipts in this city have fallen 
off greatly since the Ross bill went into 
effect. 

The changed condition has come about 
in this manner: Passengers for Texas 
have heretofore purchased through tick- 
ets from Little Rock ter destination. 
Thus all the fare for thefentire trip was 
Little Rock receipts. “This is the case 
to the North, to the East and in every 
other direction. 

At this time the man going to Dallas 
rurchases a ticket from Little Rock to 
Texarkana. At that point he purchases 
another ticket, and continues his jour- 
ney. He stands winner to the amount 
of $1.45, as the rate does not as yet ap- 
ply on through business. 

The Rock Island heretofore sold a 
ticket to Washington or elsewhere Now 
it sells to Memphis, and the agent there 
sells to Washington. The long end of 
the fare goes to the Memphis receipts. 
It is stated that there has been an 
actual increase in the business through 
Little Rock, but the receipts have been 
lowered by the 2-cent rate law.

The 
second letter, received yesterday, com- 
Plains that he did not obey the first 
and directs that he pay more heed tu 
the second. The first letter read: 

The First Blackhand Letter. 

“Dear Frank Bova—You must know that in 
this world all have the right to read and 
write. We understand you are in a good posi- 
tion, and #0, for the sum we ask you for is 
Hnothing to you, tne sum is this: On the 
fourth of June you must bring $1000, and the 
Way you must follow as this: At 8 a. m.

Crocodile’s Powerful Jaws, 

Sir Samuel Raker, fn his book on wi'd 
beasts, says that the power of the jaws of 
the erocodile is terriffic. Once he had the 
metal of a larme hook, the thickness of or- 
dinary telegraph wire. completely bent to- 
gether, the barbed point being pressed tichtly 
against the shank and rendered uscless.

sef Peluso, a sculptor of 4607 Delmar 
boulevard, only a few blocks away, has 
a lamb which, he complains, is a nui- 
sance because it’s dead. A dog slew it 
Tuesday night, and he has asked the 
police to remove it from his rear yard. 
A neighbor has complained of Mildred’s 
lamb in an anoymous letter to the po- 
lice. 

Mildred’s home is in Lexington, Tenn., 
near Jackson, and she is a visitor with 
her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
John T. Stanford, at the home of Mrs. 





Nashville, lll., from destruction. ‘The 
large cloud was broken and two smaller 
ones were formed. One of these passed 
to the south of Nashville and the other 
to the north. After traveling seven 
miles they again merged and at New 
Minden killed six persons and déstroyed 
five houses. 

The entire family of Henry Weihe, in- 
cluding himself, his wife and their chil- 
dren, Theodore, 8 years old, Herman, 6, 
and Edwin, 3, lost their lives. 

Killed By Falling Bricks. 

Elda Stuemeyer, 3 years old, asleep 
on a couch at the home of GottlHeb 
Friedrichsmeier, where she was visiting 
with her mother, was instantly killed 
by falling bricks when the house was 
demolished. 

The Weihe home, a mile east of New 
Minden, was at the exact point where 
the two clouds met after passing around 
Nashville. Only the stone foundation 
remains. 

The family was at supper when the 
eyclone struck the house. Alarmed by 
the roaring of the wind, they started 
for the cellar, but it was too late. 

Three Carried be the Wind. 

As they reached a side door leading 
into the yard Mrs. Weihe and sons, The- 
odore and Edwin, were picked up by the 
wind. Weihe saw them carried away. 
A few seconds later he and his son Her- 
man were knocked senseless by flying 
timbers. 

Mrs. Wiehe and her two boys were 
hurled through the air into a field a 
quarter of a mile southeast of their 
home. When they were found an hour 
later they were dead. The wind had 
stripped them of their clothing. 


Father and Son Die. 

Weithe and his boy, Herman, were un- 
conscious when they were taken from 
the ruins of the house at 7 p. m. Fri- 
day, 55 minutes after the storm struck 
the town. They were taken to the home 
of Weihe’s brother, Herman, half a 
mile south, wheré Weihe died at 7 a. m. 
Saturday and the boy died three hours 
later. 

New Minden is a prosperous settle- 
ment of farmers seven miles north of 
Nashville and 68 miles east of St. Louis. 

It was destroyed by the great St. Louis 
tornado, May 27, 189%. Friday’ night’s 
storm did little damage in the town 
proper, but it completely wiped out the 
settlement of farmers to the north and 
east of the town. 

More than 300 horses and cattle were 
killed. Farmers were busy all day Sat- 
urday burning and burying the ani- 
mals, 

The loss in stock amounts to almost 
$20,000,.and the property loss, including 
the damage to crops, is equally large. 

Along a path 300 yards wide and two 
miles long the wheat fields were shern 
of their growing grain. They now look 
like freshly ‘‘skinned’’ brick yards. 
There is nothing to show that there 
Was ever any vegetation on them. 

Trees Stripped of Bark. 

Great forest trees all along the 
clone’s route were stripped of 
bark. Saplings which were not 
bent have lost their bark. 

The first known of the approach 
the wind toward New Minden was 
when the roar of the cloud which came 
northwest from Nashville was heard at 

p. m. Citizens of the town say the 
sound was as if five trains were coming 
at full speed. Thére was a greenish 
light in the sky. : 

The first building struck was the Ger- 
man Lutheran Church, a stone struc- 
ture. The tall steeple fell, carrying 
with it the big bell, which crashed 
through the roof. An instant later the 
roof was lifted high into the air. Where 
it went no one knows. Not a trace of 
it has been found. 


Veered toward the Southeast, 
Swooping to the northwest the cy- 


clone destroyed the home of Prof. 
Herman F. Wente and the home of 
Mrs. Johanna Grefe, a quarter of a 
mile from the church. Here the cloud 
veered toward the southeast, demolish- 
ing the homes of Gottlieb Friedrichs- 
meier and Fred Heseman. A few hun- 
dred vards further on it wrecked 

Adolph Meyer's farm and unroofed the 
residence of Charles Haars. From .the 
Haars home the path of the storm lay 
across wheat fields to the Weihe home, 
upon which the other cloud was SWoop- 
ing from the southwest. 

After striking the Weihe home the 
storm ceased as suddenly as it had 
arisen. The clouds, after joining, faded 
away. A terrific fall of hail was fol- 
lowed be a heavy rain.

What the average man interested in 
the markets would most like to know 
at the present moment is whether the 
prevalent gloom and _ pessimism are 
merely one of those waves of sentiment 
which periodically sweep over the 
depths of American finance and which, 
when spent, give way to another wave 
of optimism such as followed 1903; or 
whether they mark the beginning of a 
steady ebbing away in the din of finan- 
cial low tide. 

Not Worse Than 1903. 

It would certainly be safe to say that 
the mood of Wall street is no blacker 
than it has been on numerous rather 
recent occasions. A correspondent writ- 
ing last week to the Evening Post de- 
clared the existing despondency to be 
worse than in 1893. This was exaggerat- 
ing. The financial community was en- 
gaged throughout that summer in won- 
dering whether its mercantile debtors 
would pay their notes at maturity or go 
bankrupt, and whether the railways 
would meet the coupons on their bonds 
or apply for a receivership. 

Clearly no such conjectures exist to 
color the views of investors and finan- 
ciers today. Stocks have not fallen and 
will not fall to such prices as the 15% 
touched by Union Pacific shares in 1893, 
or the 12 which Reading reached, or 
Northern Pacific’s 3%, or St. Paul’s 46, 
or even Chicago & Northwestern’s 85. 
Six-per-cent first mortgage long-term 
bonds are not selling at par, as Union 
Pacifics did in July that year, or gen- 
eral mortgage 4 per cents at 64, the 
price then achieved by the Atchisons 
and the level of prices compared with 
par is at least as much a measure of 
the investor’s state of mind as are his 
casual remarks in the Wall street oftice 
or the club. 

But comparison with the last half of 
1901, or with the first half of 1903, is rea- 
sonably in point, and this swift and 
vigorous recovery which followed the 
Wall street depression of those two 
years call for consideration in fore- 
casts of the future nowadays. 

One conclusion may be reached with- 
out hesitation from such a comparison 
—that a stock exchange reaction, fol- 
lowing such extravagant rise in prices 
as occurred in April, 1901, or in June, 
1902, or in September, 1906, is certain 
to be marked by as great an exaggera- 
tion of the unpleasant facts in the situ- 
ation as the exaggeration of its strong 
points in the preceding boom. 

Naturally, this conclusion does not an- 
swer the question whether reaction has 
as vet reacted or approached its limit; 
but it ought to serve to put the com- 
munity on its guard against drawing 
too liberal inferences from current 
prices. .When the stock exchange re- 
fuses to recognize any unfavorable pos- 
sibility in the financial horizon, and ad- 
justs its bids accordingly, it is always 
the most advantageous time for serious 
investors to sell; and such an hour was 
reached last autumn. 

When it sees nothing encouraging any- 
where it is equally the time for them 
to buy. This is the safest of the gen- 
eral principles of investment. But, nat- 
urally, it does not guarantee the wise 
purchaser against seeing the price of 
his new holdings continue to slip away, 
and it does not guarantee the foolish 
purchaser against a permanently unfor- 
tunate bargain.

LIGHT HOGS ARE LEADERS

Sheep Steady With Increased Re- 
ceipts—Horse and Mule Buy- 
ers Are Particular. 


—_——— 


Although the Supply of cattle during 
the past week was decidedly heavier 
than the previous Week, and the larg- 
est since the middie of January, the 
market was in good condition all week, 
and the supply each day well cleaned 
up. Values were higher on all kinds, 
except some common cows and heifers, 
which showed a slight decline. 

About 21,800 cattle arrived, which is 
an increase of 7000 over the previous 
week and 6000 over the corresponding 
week of last year. 

The steer trade was active, and more 
desirable kinds were on sale than usual. 
Steers advanced 10@l5c during the week 
on all kinds except the poorest grades, 
such as sold at $4@4,.50, and they sold no 


better than steady. The best steers 
averaged 1126 pounds and sold at $6.30, 
while the bulk of the good to choice 
steers weighing 1050 to 1500 pounds sold 
at $5.70@6. Some choice yearling steers 
Weiging 750 to 1020 pounds sold at $5.75@ 
6. The bulk of the medium to good 
Steers of all weights sold at $5@5.50. 

Notwithstanding the efforts made to 
keep cows and heifers in the country, 
a good, liberal number was on sale, 
and all but the best kinds sold lower, 
the. decline amounting to 10@l5c, and 
so long as the deadlock continues be- 
tween the commission men and pack- 
ers over the post-mortem inspection 
controversy, therg will be no improve- 
ment in prices orr cows and heifers un- 
less the supply is very small, as the 
only outlet for them - at present is 
through butchers and order buyers. 

The stocker and feeder trade is very 
quiet, as packers being unable to get 
cows and heifers, bought all the light 
and medium weight steers that they 
could possibly use at higher prices than 
countrymen could afford to pay. 

Receipts of Southern cattle were lib- 
eral, amounting to 11,200 head, which is 
twice as many as were received any 
week last month, and the largest sup- 
ply that has been on sale this year. In- 
creased receipts, however, were no det- 
riment to the trade, as the demand was 
also larger than usual and the market 
strong and active throughout the ¢n- 
tire week. 

All steers above canning grades avar- 
aged 10@15c higher, and while all good 
cows and heifers sold steady, canners 
and trashy steers were slow sale at a 
shade lower prices. Best steers sold at 
$5.35, with the bulk of the good ones at 
$4.70@5.10. Common to medium steers 
sold 8 a! at $4@4.40, and grassers at 
$4.60@4.85. Cows and heifers sold at a 
range of $1.560@4.50,-a load of choice 
bulls brought $4.35 and calves sold at 

Record Day for Hogs. 

A much better supply of hogs arrived 

than we have been receiving lately and 
the receipts Tuesday amounted to 17, 
496 head, which is the largest number 
ever received in one day, beating the 
previous record by 2262 head. The first 
half of the week as many hogs were 
received as during the entire previous 
week or during the full week a year 
ago. 
Light hogs continue to meet witfi the 
best demand and are selling at the top 
of the market; several Gays during the 
week hogs weighing less than 150 
pounds bringing the top price, and the 
top of the market was not paid any 
day during the week for hogs weighing 
more than 210 pounds. 

The first heif of the week was lower, 
but the latter part was better, and the 
decline was about all regained before 
the week closed. The best hogs Mon- 
day sold at $6.37%, and the bulk of them 
went from $6.30 to $6.35. Tuesday the 
top was down to $6.30, Nae Wednesday 
the best price was $6.25, and the bulk 
of the hogs sold from $6.12% to $6.17%. 
Best pigs weighing less than 100 pounds 
brought $6.15, but the bulk of the pigs 
went from $5.50 to 5.75, with the real 
common ones selling at $5@5.25. Sinee 
Wednesday the market has not shown 
any material change. 


Sheep Supply Much Better. 
A much b&tter supply of sheep ar- 


rived during the past week than any 
week so iar this rear, but at that, 
there was no more on sale than the 
needs of the market call for, as they 
were cleaned up each day and the mar- 
ket at no time showed any signs of 
weanness except on some of the little 
thin spring lambs and they are always 
slow sale when there ts a fair supply 
of good kinds on offer. 

A large per cent of the arrivals were 
spring lambs, and a good big lot of 
them were pretty good. Several loads 
of good clfppefl lambs were on sale and 
also a good representation of native 
and Southwest mutton sheep. 

The best spring lambs sold at $9, and 
these that classed as good all brought 
$8.50 or better, while the best clipped 
pone sold at $7. 90@8.15 and Western 
wethers at $640@6.50. The best native 
mutton sheep sold at $6.50, with scarce- 
ly any going below $..5 and the bulk 
of tnem at $6.35. . 

The stocker trage was also quite ac- 
tive, and the best young thin ewes 
sold at $4.50, with the pulk of the stock- 
ers selling at $4@4.2. Bucks mostly sold 
at $. with a few going at $4.75. 
Restricted Horse and Mule Demand. 

Trade conditions on horses have 
ried more or less the past week, oc- 
casioned by the character of the offer- 
ings available on the different auction 
days. While more than enough buyers 
were represented on the market at 
the opering of the period to furnish an 
outlet for as large a supply of desirable 
offerings, the quality was ordinary and 
the movement siow and irregular. 
Wednesday the offerings averaged very 
good and selling of the best- classes 
ruled active at strong prices. Finished 
heavy work horses and drivers were 
the fashionable kinds. Receipts for the 
week were 50 head. 

Arrivals of mules during the past 
week, while not generally larger than 
the preceding period, included more con- 
signments for the commission side, 
which were distributed 7 the deal- 
ers.

Steps were taken at the annual ses- 
sion last year to amaigamate the two 
bodies under the title of the Interna- 
tional Fraternal Congress, 2 name 
broad enough to cover the Canadiau 
organizations with those of the United 
States. The first meeting of the amal- 
gamated congress will be held in Du- 
luth, Minn., in August. 

The session will give special consid- 
eration to a proposed bill which the 
insurance commissioners of all states 
have agreed upon, and which the com- 
missioners will urge for enactment by 
the legislatures of 1908. It is also proba- 
ble that the congress will consider the 
creation of a new State office in each 
State, to be known as ‘Fraternal In- 
surance Commissioner.”

AN INSULT, SAY GIRLS 
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No Queen for Picnic in France, 
Where Reward for Virtue 
Is Cut. 


PARIS, June 8.—Is a dowry of $50 
a sufficient reward for a life of great 
virtue and abnegation? The Rosieres, 
or marriageable young maidens, of a 
small hamlet near Dourdan indignant- 
ly answer no. The elders of the place 
have been in the habit every year 
of assembling on a certain day to 
crown the Rosiere, as is the custom 
in nearly all French towns and vil- 
lages—-that is to say, the most vir- 
tuous girl of a marriageable age in 
the town who has distinguished her- 
self by her industry, thrift, attention 
to duty, care of old or infirm parents, 
etc., is made the heroine of the day, 
and receives, as a rule, a sum of mon- 
ey, which is to be her dowry in mar- 
riage. 

These dowries in no part of France 
ever amount to anything like a fab- 
ulous sum; in fact, $200 to $250 is 
about the maximum, while $100 to $125 
is perhaps the average. 

While maidenly virtues may be as- 
sumed to be on the increase in most 
French towns, the dowries seem to be 
diminishing. It is against this di- 
minution of the reward of virtue that 
the honest girls of Granges-le-Ioi, the 
locality in question, are prctesting.

HE HEEDS LAWYERS 
AND GETS IN JALL 
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Indiana Saloon Keeper Persisted in 
Violating Law By “Advice 
of Counsel.” 








FRANKFORT, Ind., June 8.—Judge 
Elliott of Kokomo, the trial Judge in the 
case of the State against John R. Mason 
of this city, found guilty of majntain- 
ing devices for amusement in his sa- 
loon and fined $100 and given 15 days in 
the County Jail, has been here to hear 
arguments for a new trial. Judge El- 
liott held the trial was free from érror 
and Mason was sentenced and taken te 
the County Jail. 

Mason, a few months ago, acting on 
the advice of his attorney, defied the 
city authoritles and the police and re- 
fused to remove devices for amusement 
from his saloon. He was arrested every 
day, the cases being filed in the Mayor’s 
court, where, at each hearing, he was 
found guilty and fined. As he persisted 
in defying the police, the Mayor began 
adding a Jail sentence to the fine of 
$100 in each case, he being given 75 days 
in the Jail. 

Asserting that the Mayor was preju- 
diced, his attorneys took a change of 
venue and the Mayor named special 
judges to try some three or four cases, 
Mason being found guilty in each and 
the usual fine of $100 and 75 days in Jail 
being imposed, The fines against him 
amounted to more than $1000 and his 
sentences aggregated more than a year 
in Jail. ~

NEWEST GOLD FIELD IS

Deserted Copper Shaft Said to Be

GLASGOW, June 8—Much interest 
has been created by the discovery of 
gold-bearing quartz on the Stronachul- 
lin estate, Loch Fyneside, Argyllshire,

Better Inspection Needed, 


The dissatisfaction among European 
receivers which threatened to result 
in the boycott and thereby cut off the 
most important market, srose because 
of the bad condition of grain going 
forward from American ports, which 
in turn was made possible because of 
lax inspection methods. Rivalry be- 


tween ports made it desirable that {n- 
spectors should wink at bad grain or 
grain not up to the recognized grades. 
In many. cases when the cargoes 
reached the other side the grain was 
in such a condition tnat it could be 
used only for distilling purposes 

Startled because of their losses ana 
disgusted because of the bad faith of 
American shippers and inspectors. Euro- 
pean receivers called a c@¢nvention and 
sent an ultimatum to America. The y}- 
timatum foreshadowed the cutting off 
of one of the most valuable markets for 
American grain.

The New Orleans Remedy,

Gives Up in Despair. 


So disgusted has he become with the 
rich people's abandonment of religious 
Obligations to yield to and indulge in 
the pleasures of automobiling, that after 
years of faithful and unselfish toil for 
his recreant flock, he has given up in 
despair and resigned his charge. In an 
eloquent farewell sermen recently Dr. 
Snively bitterly scored his parishioners 
for their neglect of church duties; for 
their failure to contribute to the church 
building fund of the new St. Chrysos- 
tom's edifice, but liberal squandering of 
thousands of dollars for autos.

REAT interest has now been ex- 

(5 cited in Europe by the annowunce- 

ment trom Cairo of a remarkable 
diz overy by H,. Vischer, one of the pro- 
tectornmie presidents in Bornu, and a 
well-known African explorer, of an ex- 
frag’ dinary race of subterranean dwell- 
ers in the mountains of Gharian off the 
Tripoli-Bornu caravan route. Mr. Visch- 
ers official report is awaited with eager 
interest in London. 

Viseper's discovery is-one of great eth- 
Hological importance, and is of unusual 
interest, coming as it does from that 
“Dark Continent" which ever continues 
of almost impenetrabis mystery, a 
continual source of surprises. 

But Viseher net the first man to 
find the underground dwellers in Afri- 
“a. There is now in St. Lows a former 
African soldier and explorer, L. F. God- 
frey of Webster, who says *e met and 
talked with an explorer named Floyd, 
who gave him a detailed description of 
these strange people in the forbidden 
hinterland of Tripoli, about four years 
axe. 

“The habits, traits of character and 
mode of living of these people,” says 
_todfrey, “were a marvelous mixture of 
the characters and customs of semi-sav-

“Vischer's find is not unusual as a 
discovery,” says Mr. Godfrey, “because 
the most startling discoveries are con- 
Stantiy being made right in the most 
civilized portions of the continent. The 
nature of his discovery, however, while 
not surprising te African travelers, 
most important, because it reveals the 
nature of one of the most mysterious 
lands in the world. Africa is incompre- 
hensible. Such discoveries as this will 
continue for 300 years.” 

The entrances to the subterranean 
Gwellings found by Vischer are de- 
scribed as 10 yards long and one yard 
wide. These led into a courtyard or 
Rreat wide space open to the = sky. 
Rooms and stables converged on this 
court.

people did actually exist in the moun- 
tains, nearby and that they were in con- 
stant warfare with the soveregn who 
held him captive. 

“On assurance that he was not carry- 
ing rifles to the @#memy tin the hills, 
and with the warnine at he would pay 
for his visit to tlh rsantains with his 
life, Floyd was set ire. 

“He then began to climb the meun- 
tains. avd on the second day noticed 
dark figures darting about here and 
there and strange eyes peering at him 
from behind dark beulders. These dusky 
apparitions scared his followers, and 
they deserted. Floyd could not get near 
the darting figures. They seemed to dis- 
appear right inte the face of the great 
rocks,” 

On the second day, according to Mr. 
Godfrey, Floyd entered a cave and built 


a little fire for the night, to grotect him- 


self from wild animals which might be- 
come too friendly. He noticed that the 
cave was rounded out like a tunnel and 
that it ran back into the heart of the 
rnountain.

“Through the several days Floyd spent 
with the cavemen,’’ continues Mr. God- 
frey, “he was unable to distinguish any 
difference in figure between men and 
women. Every individual had the same 
long curly hair, strangely bedecked with 
beads and gold ornaments like those he 
had seen among the Moors; there were 
no beards, and except for the loin cloth 
all were naked, exhibiting a sort of dull 
polished copper brown skin. 

“They constantly rubbed or massaged 
their bodies, and Floyd thought them 
the cleanest people he had ever seen in 
Africa, and certainly cleaner than most 
of the whites in that country. 

“Fleyd,”’ Godfrey, ‘‘described 
the cavemen as of very small stature, 
often only a little above the height of 
the pygmies, but of perfect figure. Their 
eyes shone in the dark like cat eyes, but 
dull in the sunlight, and they 
dart about in the dark with as 
confidence as he could walk on 
earth in midday. They were as 
supple as panthers.

UCH has been written concerning 
the curious fads and fancies of

The manner, 
however, in which Bayard Brown, an 
American millionaire, has passed the 
last 20 years of his life forms one of the 
most extraordinary stories on record. 

In 1857 Mr. Brown terminated an ex- 
tended yachting cruise by dropping an- 
chor a few hundred vards off the small 
Essex seaport of Brightlinesea. where 
the River Colne is about half a mile 
wide, His yacht, the Lady Torfrida. 
Was, a few months later. sold to the 
Grand Duke Michael of Russia and re- 
placed by the Valfreyia, a palatial steam 
yacht of 73% tons, with every 
equipment, which formeriy 
Sir William Pearce, Bart.

“We have a very sensible and profit- 
able arrangement with Great Britain,” 
he «aid. “She sends us a Governor-Gen- 
eral who is little more than a social 
leader, and we pay him a salary of $50,- 
00 a vear. He has about as much real 
authority im the affairs of the Canadian 
people as you have. No Governor-Gen- 
eral has ever used the veto power which 
he theoretically possesses. Great Brit- 
ain has control of our foreign relations, 
and appeals from our courts lle to the 
Judicial Committee of the British Privy 
Council. Otherwise we are as free to 
make and enforce our laws and to gov- 
ern ourselves in all things, even to gar- 
risoning our forts and taxing imports 
from Great Britain, as if we were in 
name what we are in substance, an in- 
dependent nation. 

“And, without paying one penny of 
tribute for it, Canada has the protec 
tion of the land and sea forces of the 
British Empire. the services of the Brit. 
ish diplomatic and consular officers 
throughout the world, the prestige of

FLORAL CLOCK IN PUBLIC 


HIS month wil! see in bloom anc 
action a beautiful floral clock in 
the Princess Street Gardens at 

Edinburgh, Scotland. The clock move- 
ment is placed in the base of the fa- 
mous Ramsay monument, part of 
which may be seen at tne left of the 
photograph. A revolving shaft passes 
through the wall and underground to 
the center of the dial, as in the floral | :

In constructing the wheels of the & , : “4 
movement every precaution was ta- 
ken to avoid rust and dirt owing 
to the unfeasibility of reaching 
the movement without digging up the 
attractively laid-out flower bed. These 
wheels are made of gun metal, and the 
shaft which carries the hands is en- 
cased in the same material. The dial 
measures 12 feet in radius. The minute 
hand is 8 feet long. The hands are long, 
shallow troughs, and contain the earth 
for the plants with which they are 
filled. This arrangement proved to be 
a big obstacle in arranging the time- 
piece, because the dial was on a slope 
of about 40 degrees. 
The hands had to be accurately bal- 
anced, otherwise the clock would have 
to pull them up hill from the hours of 
6 to 12, and they would tend to pul) 
the clock forward when going around 
the other half of the dial from 12 to 6. 
There is no difficulty In balancing the 
hands, as long as the earth which they 
contain is dry, it being necessary only 
to add lead weights to their tails. A 
shower of rain, however, or the gar- 
dener with his hose, makes the long monument 
point of the hands much heavier than 
the short tail, because it absorbs more 
water. As this want of balance of the 
hands would render anything like cor- 
rect timekeeping impossible if the clock 
had been made in the usual way, the 
mechanism had to be specially designed 
for the purpose. This is arranged by 
having the movement in the base of the 
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eatch which will ecnly allow it to turn 
through the space of half a minute ata 
time when released. The other part of 
the movement is much lighter, as it has 
only to drive the pendulum, on which the 
timekeeping depends, and to raise this 
small catch every half minute and al- 
low the hand-driving part to move. 

° By this means the pendulum is quite 
independent of any want of balance of 


The larger 
part has nothing to do with the time- 
keeping, but is merely a strong train 
of wheel-work, driven by a heavy 
weight, strong enough to drive the 
hands around the dial, even if they are 
considerably out of poise.

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IVES are being risked and nerves and 
muscles hardened’ by canoeing 
through the Meramec River rapids, 

a new and dangerous sport much cultivated 
by a coterie of athletic young society men 
and women of St. Louis. The diversion is 
growing in popularity and promises to have 
a large number of devotees this summer. 
The Paddle and Saddle club is headquar- 
ters for the canoeists. 

The rapids lie between Valley Park, 
where the club house is located, and Cres- 
cent, Mo., some 20 miles distant. Usually 
the canoes are shipped to Crescent and the 
‘anoeists are driven to that point in their 
autos or go by rail. 

The canoes in use by these athletes are 
somewhat different in construction from 
the canoes of the Indians. They have the 
same dangerous contour below the water. 
but unlike the Redman the St. Louis so- 
ciety men do not sit on the bottom of the 
airy craft. They have a regular seat, level 
with the gunwales, which renders the canoe 
more than ever liable to topple over and 
precipitate its passenger into the water. It 
requires more care and a steadier nerve to 
keep the boat upright and manageable in 
the water. 

The ecanoeists say that the descent of the 
rapids is less dangerous than their ascent. 
In going down stream the paddler, at the . 
rear end of his canoe, can keep the bow : -S Se 
elevated and it has a tendeney to swing of , BES RF ee 
itself with-the current round perilous rocks 
and past the danger points. But in going 
upstream, against the rapids; one has to 
paddle for his very life, every muscle 
strained to the utmost, tense. quivering, vi- 
brant with the struggle of it. The eye is 
kept constantly on the alert.
